GRAIN FEEDS FLAMES. 


MALT HOUSE AND TWO ELEVATORS 
BURN IN A $300,000 FIRB. 


The Hale & Curtis Company Houses De- 
stroyed with 200,000 Bushels of Barley 
and Other Contents, Including Ma- 

‘chinery=Two Women Carried Senseless 
from a Doomed. Building at Nos. 3238 
and 3240 Cottage Grove Avenne- Two 
Lively Blazes in Buffalo, N. Y. 


The Hale & Curtis Malting company’s plant 
at Hickory avenue and Bliss street was dam- 
aged to the extent of $800,000 by fire last 
night. The loss is covered by insurance. 

The plant is composed of five buildings, the 
most of them being six stories high. At 10 
o’clock Thomas Finnegan, the night foreman, 
saw flames issuing from one of the eleyator 
shafts of the central buitding, He turned in 
an alarm from a private box. By the time 
Engine Company No. 14 and Capt. Quirk ar- 
rived the flames had climbed up the she ft and 
were spreading rapidly. A 4-11 alarm was 
turned in at once. Soon afterward the 
gas generated by the malt exploded, 
causing the spread of the flames to every 
part of the building. From this time the fire 
became uncontrollable and as soon as As- 
sistant Chief Musham arrived on the scene he 
sent in a call for fifteeh more engines, some 
of them coming from houses four miles away. 
The fire boat Yosemite came up the North 
Branch and with the twenty-six engines sur- 
rounded the building in the effort to pretent 
the spread of the flames. The  diffi- 
culty of getting a sufficient pressure on 
the water, which had to ‘be brought 
from the river 500 feet away and lifted the 
height of the buildings, prevented the firemen 
from throwing strong streams of water on the 
buildings. 

Elevators Caught by the Flames. 

In an hour from the time the fire started 
the malt-house was beyond the Lage aa 4 of 
being saved, and an elevator the North 
had caught fire and was . fiercely. In 


a half hour more it and a third building were 


doomed. By the time the flre was extinguished 
nothing but the walls ot the three buildings 
remained, and the machinery, with the grain 
and mait stored within, was destroyed. 

The burnea buildings cost $100,000. The 
entire plant was valued at $250,000. Three 
of the buildings owned by the malting com- 
pany were elevators and two were malt 
houses, of which two of the elevators and one 
malt-house were burned, There were stored 
in the burned buildings 200,000 bushels of 
barley, valued at 50 cents a bushel, and 100, 
000 bushels of malt, valued at 65 centsa 
One hundred thousand bushels or the 
barley destroyed belonged to W. H. Purcell 
& Co. and was fully insured, relieving the 
Hale 4 Curtis company of ‘$50,000 
of the loss, making the total for the malting 
company $250,000. 

The capacity of the plant was 400,000 
bushels of malt and barley. It turned out 
2,500 bushels of malta day. The company 
employes forty-five men, and in addition a 
The mem-

pany recently was changéd from the Bemis & 

Curtis Malting company to its present name. 
Company Will Rebuild Soon. 

Mr. Hale, who was present at the fire, said 
he could not tell whether the company would 
build immediately or not, but the probabili- 
ties were that the buildings would be rebuilt 
soon. 
One of the 


space of ground of nearly ten acres around 
the elevators was half filled with residents of 
the neighborhood. Others crowded upon the 
tops of long lines of St. Paul freight cars and 
on the piles of tanbark tothe south.

CARRIED FROM BURNING FLATS, 


Two Senseless Women Rescued from Their 
Homes on Cottage Grove Avenue, 

Three women had the narrowest sort of an 
escape from death in a fire at Nos. 3238 and 
3240 Cottage Grove avenue last night. The 
fire began in the south end of Esther Soul- 
man’s millinery store. Officer Christensen 
of the Stanton Avenue Police Station discov- 
ered it when it first started, and running to 
Thirty-third street and Cottage Grove avenue 
pulled an alarm at box No. 179. At least he 
made an attempt to pull in this box. Then 
he ran back to the fire. 
~ Meanwhile the flames, fed by the inflam- 
mable material of the place, were gaining 
great headway. The windows cracked from 
the heat, then fell into the street, and the 
flames leaped outside, wrapping the two-story 
building in a complete coat of fire. While 
this was going on Officer Christensen was run- 
ning about wildly wondering why the Fire 
Department didn’t come. 

Some one suggested that it would be a good 
thing to inquire if every onein the building 
had escaped. The door on the street was 
tried and found locked. Half a dozen men 
threw themselves against it tearing it open. 
The partition separating the stairway from 
the stove was hot and smoking. Some of the 
men turned back, but the others went 
on. The halis were fillmg rapidly with 
smoke that caine up like little geysers through 
the cracks in the floor. The men pounded on 
the doors and Kate McCaughna, who, with her 
sister, Dr. Rose, McCaughna, occupied one of 
the flats, answered. Sho ran into the hall in 
her night clothes and asked some one to 
awaken her sister, who occupied another 
Knocking failed to rouse the second 
Dr. 
McCaughna was in bed and unconscious from 
the effects of the smoke. She quickly was 
carried to the street and taken to a shop at 
No. 3244. 

Thipking eyery one was out of the building 
further search was abandoned. Then Kate 
McCanghna asked if Mrs. Mary Eckenstein, 
who lived in the other flat, had been warned 
e danger. Another party started 
ice, to her rescue, The condition of 
building was by this time such 
as to (make any one pause before 
trying to enter. The Fire Department had 
not yet arrived and the fire was burning at a 
great rate. The men entered the hall, but all 
save one turned back. The walls were begin- 
ning to burn and little spurts of flame were 
coming gut around. the stairs. It seemed as if 
the wombhn in the building could not possibly 

escape. But a young man named Samuel 
Sincere determined to make an attempt. 
Pulling his hat down over his eyes and his 
coat collar up about his mouth and nose he 
sprang through the door and up the stairs. 

Mrs. Eckerßtein fortuuntely lived in the 
north end of the building, where the fire had 
not gained gach great headway. Sincere 
burst open the door to her sitting-room and 
ran through into her chamber. She was

did not realize her danger enough 
to get out of bed. Sincere seized 
her in his arms and began his return trip. It 
was a tremendous job, but he suceeeded, and 
nearly dead himself he staggered with his bur- 
den Yato the street.

Py. M. C. A. Building Is Damaged to Ex-

Burr AL, N. X., Jan, 12.—The Young Men's 
Christian Association Building was damaged 
by fire and water at midnight tonight to the 
extent of $50,000; covered by insurance. 
The building at Terrace and Franklin streets, 
occupied by John Gleason, groceryman, and 
Wensley’s job printing office, was partly de- 
stroyed by fire. Loss, $15,000; covered by 
insurance. 

Jurszy Crry, N. J., Jan, 12.—The Erie rail- 
way machine and repair shops took fire to- 
night from a spark from a locomotive and in 
less than an hout nothing was left of two 
large buildings and the machinery, and pat- 
terns and seven freight and three passenger 
cars, Three two-story frame buildings near 
by, occupied by Poles, also were burned.

CARTER HARRISON’S DEATH MASE, 


Seized by One of the Dead Man' Sons on 
a Writ of Replevin, 

Ernst Fuchs, the sculptor, was greatly ex- 
cited last evening over the loss of a plaster 
cast of the late Mayor Harrison’s features. 
Carter Harrison sent Constable Haskins of 
Justice Bradwell’s court to Mr. Rubens’ office 
on Randolph street, where the cast was, 
with a writ of replevin.

GREAT UPRISING OF MEXICAN INDIANS, 


Religious Fanatics Feasting and Destroy- 
‘Ing Property at Lecheria, 

Crry or Mexico, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—A 
great religious uprising is threatened at 
Lecheria and already $70,000 worth of 
property has been destroyed. An Indian 
working on the hacienda de Lecheria fo und a 
maguey leaf had been worm-eaten until it 
contained a tracing which to the Indian ap- 
peared to be a reproduction of the Virgin of 
Guadaloupe. Filled with a holy joy he 
prostrated himself before the plant to 
worship the picture, then hastened to 
the master of the hacienda to tell 
him the great mark of favor bestowed upon 
him from heaven,, The master, Sefior H. 
Pimental, came and looked at it contemptu- 
ously, remarking that any worm could eat out 
as good a picture as that. He then snapped it 
with his cane and left. The Indian was in- 
furiated. That night the hacienda and 1,000 
bales of cotton were burned, and the incen- 
diarism has been traced to the Indian. The 
other Indians were aroused over the supposed 
indignity, and have all assembled and are 
holding a great feast. A petition has been 
sent to the cathedral in this city asking that a 
prelate be sent to examine the picture, but it 
is feared that before he can arrive and dis. 
abuse the Indians of their superstition a se- 
rious uprising will occur. 


WALL STREET ANXIOUS FOR BONDS. 


Bankers Are Urging the President to Take 
Action, 

New York, Jan. 12.—The banks in Wall 
street and its vicinity, which have been sup- 
plying the gold required for export to prevent 
the supply in the Treasury from being 
trenched upon, have decided to do so no 
longer. There has been no formal agree- 
ment among them, but the understanding 
exists nevertheless. and is freely 
admitted. The officers of the banks have 
been urging the President to address a spe- 
cial message to Congress recommending the 
authorization of an issue of short time, low 
interest bonds. The President has been asked 
in addition toinform Congress that, if the 
authority is not granted, he will “instruct the 
Secretary of the Treasury to make an issue 
under the resumption act of 1875, which pro- 
vides for no lower rate of interest than 4 per 
cent and permits of a rate as high as 6. 


EXPRESS ROBBERS ARE REPULSED. 


Attempt to Hold Up a Train on the Louis- 
ville and 3 

Louisvnlan, Ky., Jan. 12.—The Adams 
Express company . information at 
midnight that an attempt had been made to 
rob the express car of the Knoxville train 
which left this city last night over the Louis- 
ville and Nashville.

L Z LEITER’S DONATION Nor FOR 
THE FIELD OOLUMBIAN MUSRUM.

Made Before the Name Was Decided 
Upon=()ne of the Conditions Was That 
the Name Sheuld Be “Columbian Mu- 
seum “-S He Does Not Withdraw 
the Offer, but That He Will Insist on 
the Terms Laid Down in the Proffer= 
Reasons for the Provisions Made. 


L. Z. Leiter’s contribution of $100,000 to 
the Field Columbian Museum will probubly 
not be available to that institution unless Mr. 
Leiter shall. modify the conditions attached 
to it. Yesterday Edward, E. Ayer, who has 
been the most active of the incorporators in 
the effort to establish the museum on a sound 
financial and artistic basis, said that Mr. Leiter 
had declined to change his terms, which were 
that the imuseum should be called the 
Columbian Museum and that it should re- 
main at J. ‘Park. The incorporators 
have alreacly resolved to name the institution 
the Field Columbian Museum in honor of 
Marshall Field; whose munificent gift of 
$1,000,000 was the incentive to all the efforts 
to create the memorial of the Fair. 

They Honor Mr. Field, 

Ata meeting of the incorporaters of the 
museum hold at the Union League club a res- 
olution wus introduced providing that it 
should be known as the Field Columbian Mu- 
seum. There was a slight opposition 
manifested at first, but its friends 
urged that without Mr. Field’s gift of 51,000, 
000 the museum would have been impossible, 
and that it would be a graceful act to ac- 
knowledge the gift by attaching his name to 
the rnuseurn. The argument won over the 
two or three men who objected, and the reso- 
lution was carried unanimously. Mr. Leiter's 
donation of $100,000 was made before the 
meeting was held. He accompanied it by no 
other conditions than those before men- 
tioned, The incorporators expressed them- 
selvæ in conversation as hopeful that the 
conditions would be withdrawn. Yesterday 
Mr. Ayer, whois Chairman of the Finance 
committee of the incorporators, met Mr. Lei- 
ter. 

J informed him that the resolution pro- 
viding for the change of name had been 
passed and that undoubtedly’ the museum 
would be called the Field Columbian Muse- 
um,” said Mr. Ayer. Mr. Leiter said he 
had stated the terms of his gift and would 
stand by them. Ido not see, therefore, how 
his donation can be accepted.” 

Mr. Leiter last night confirmed the state- 
ment that the terms of his donation were un- 
changed. 

“IT have not withdrawn it,“ said he, but 
my conditions stand. Idid not make them 
without due consideration, For some months 
in fact, I thought of it. 

Would Be Nearer to the People. 

J presumed that some such memorial 
of the Fair would be established, I desired 
it to be located at Jackson Park, because 
there was a building available there, which 
could not be duplicated except at a very 
heavy expenditure of money. I stipulated 
that it should be called the Columbian 
Museum because I believe that name 
will bring it nearer the people. The 
Astor Library in New York is 
looked upon as a family affair.

WILL HOLD ON TO THEIR GOLD. 


Shippers Are to Get the Cold Shoulder 
from New York Bankers. 

New York, Jan. 12.—[Special. ]|—There has 
been a rumor in Wall street for several days 
that the large New York banks had united in 
a stand not to furnish any more gold for ex- 
port. So far as can be learned there has been 
no such compact entered into. But itisa 
fact that if a demand is made for more 
gold to ship abroad the shipper. will be told 
that he will have to get it from*the Sub- 
treasury. ‘‘The whole situation, said a 
prominent banker, is that the banks of this 
city will not pay out any more of the gold 
they now hold to help the Treasury until it 
has made plain its future policy. When a 
commercial house gets into a financial 
hole it secures’ notes and raises money 
to tide it over until matters right 
themselves again. Now the Treasury 
has, through its own negligence and folly, 
had a big hole made in its reserve and is con- 
stantly increasing. Several weeks ago, when 
there was talk of gold exports and some was 
sent abroad, the bankers here, under the im- 
pression that in the immediate future some- 
thing would be done in Washington to relieve 
the condition of affairs in the National Treas- 
ury, decided that they would furnish from 
their own holdings gold for export to the 
extent of $20,000,000 or $25,000,000. 
But weeks have passed, nothing has been 
done, tines are hard, and it is a case of every 
one for himself.“ Other bank Presidents 
expressed themselves in the same way, but 
declined to be quoted. The general opinion 
seems to be-that a bond issue would relieve 
the situetion and release. part of the eighty- 
odd millions of deposits held by the banks 


here.

Turmoil in the St. Louis House of Dele- 
gutes An Attorney Knocked Out. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., Jan. 12.— [Special.] There 
was turinoil at the meeting of the House of 
Delegates tonight. The Mayor and Council 
of the city are Republican, while the House of 
Delegates is Democratic by one vote. The 
Democrats, incensed over the proposed re- 
moval of all Democratic department heads, 
have formed a scheme to control the appro- 
priations, with the idea of embarrassing the 
departnients as much as before.

BIG BRIDGE SCHEME IS SQUELCHED, 


Supreme Court Decides Adversely to the 
- East River Company. 
‘New York, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—-The East 
River Bridge company’s scheme to unite this 
city and Brooklyn by two new bridges, with a 


“| eross-town elevated railroad system to trans- 


fer passengers from the West Side of the city, 
has been squelched by the general term of 
the Supreme Court. The company, having 
failed to obtain the consent of one-half of the 
property-owners along its proposed route, 
applied for a commission to determine 
whether it would proceed with its plans. 
Before the commission the company was 
successful, and application was then made to 
the general term Judges to confirm the re- 
port, An adverse decision was handed down 


today by Presiding J pegs Van Brunt, in which 
Judge Parker concu 3 Judge Follet wrote

way in Brooklyn to a point 
lancey and Irvington, Columbia and Cannon 
streets, in this city. The other was to extend 
from Fulton street, Brooklyn, to a point be- 
tween Jackson and Samuel streets, this city. 
Approaches were authorized from Cannon 
street westward through private property to the 
Bowery and through Springstreet to the North 
River. Eievated railroads were to be con- 
structed in lieu of approaches, and the com pa- 
ny’s directors had located a new street, fifty 
feet wide, to the Bowery and contemplated 
absorbing Spring ‘street and running 1,200 
feet down West street to the Desbrosses street 
ferry. It was also intended to build a ioop 
connecting the bridges and extending from 
the second structure through Grand street to 
the East River. To this scheme tne consent 
of the -local authorities was obtained. 
The company’s capital was then reduced to 
$2,000,000, an 10 per cent of this 
amount was subscribed in cash. The 
enterprise proceeded without seri- 
ous hitch until today. Judge Van 
Brunt denied the application on the 
ground that the company offers no direct 
assurance of sufficient capital to build the 
bridges and to pay damages to property-own- 
ers, The Judge particularly hesitated about 
confirming the report on account 
of the elevated = railroad approaches. 
Judge Follett says it is not the policy of the 
State to requre corporations engaged in the 
construction of internal improvements to pro- 
cure capital enough to complete their plans asa 
condition precedent to the right to begin work. 
Lawyer Edward Lauterbach said this decision 
means that, while there is a special committee 
at work under instructions to provide the city 
with a complete rapid transit system, the Su- 
preme Court does not care to authorize the 
construction of independent lines which 
might conflict with any general scheme to 
be proposed.

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OROWD OF LONG ISLAND TOILERS

New Yorn, Jan. -12,—[Special.]—Jnto the 
chilly waters of Newton Creek a’ hundred 
men and boys without warning were plunged 
late this afternoon by the breaking of a flimsy 
wooden. bridge, In the struggle for their 
lives that followed no one can now tell how 
many of them were swept away to death by 
the tide. The first accounts were, that many 
of theth were missmg, but most of these had 
been accounted for at midnight, and many a 
family that had first feared lest it be father- 
lees or brotherless rejoiced in the safety of

By stress of 
the hard times the factory in which they were 
employed was working on only three-quarter 
time, and many were out and away to Their 
homes some hours before the accident 
oveurred. Had they been working on full 
time they would have been let out at the 
same hour with the men and boys in neighbor- 
ing factories, and the death-roll would have 
been appalijng, 

The draw had been opened for a couple 
of tugs and one of them had become fastened 
in the opening. The people, anxious to be 
first in crossing when the draw closed, crowded 
upon the. stationary span and overtaxed its 
strerigth. The accident caused great excite- 
ment in the neighborhood, and many who 
werd waiting on the shore to get across lost 
their self-control to such an extent as not to 
be able to assist those struggling in the water 
for their lives.

The Work of Rescue. 

John Lane of Penny Bridge puiled six men 
out of the water and John Quinn, who was at 
‘the end of the draw when it fell, jumped to 
the solid part of the bridge in the middle of 
the stream and then climbed down a pile to a 
crosspiece near the surface of the water, from 
which perch he assisted several men from the 
creek, meres Loyal of No. 459 Graham 
avenue, Williamsburg, pushed his way 
through the crowd on the draw and 
had just reached the end of it when 
it fell. His leg was caught between two 
pieces of timber and badly bruised, but he 
clung to the solid part, cleared his leg, and 
was saved, Despite his injury he rescued 
three men. The tugboat J. W. Cloud, which 
was coming up the stream, did good work. 
(ts crew rescued about fifty and the Conklin 
saved almost as many more. Several small 
boats put out from either shore and helped 
persons from the icy waters. 

From Brooklyn there were summoned the 
ambulances of St. Mary’s, St. Catherine’s, 
the Homeopathic, and the Eastern District 
Hospitals. The surgeons did good work, fur- 
nishing stimulants to those who were chilled 
or shocked, Only two were so bad as to need 
further attention. An ambulance went from 
St. John’s Hospital, in Long Isiand City, and 
the surgeons who went with it found plenty 
of work in attending the sixty persons who 
had been taken into Toner’s Hotel. The 
worst injured was Timothy Gannon, No. 108 
Eckford street, Greenpoint, a spike having 
been Griven through his left ankle in the 
wreck, | 

The accident happened at a place notorious 
as the scene of many disasters. It is just out- 
side of Long Isiand City, at the southwestern 
corner of Calvary Cemetery, near where the

OMUST REORGANIZE NEW ENGLAND. 


But Prospects for Getting Money for That 


Purpose Seem to Be Slim. 


New Yor, Jan. 12.—[Special. ]—One of the 
large stockholders in the party that hoped 
Charles Parsons might be induced to accept 
the permanent receivership of the New En- 
gland railroad admitted today theonly chance 
of accomplishing auything layin reorganiz- 
ing the company, and that the possibility of 
getting the necessary money for such 
a purpose is very slim. “There are no 
securities in the Treasury with which to form 
a basis for a collateral trust loan, be said, 
‘‘ which other companies frequently resort to 
in order to tide them over troublesome float- 
ing debts. The only alternative is an assess. 
ment on the common stock. What this would 
have to be is easily figured. At least $2,000,- 
000 must be raised to begin with, $1,500,000 
te take up the floating debt and neurly half a 
million to pay the semi-annual interest on the 
first and second mortgage bonfls due Jan. 1 
and Feb. 1 respectively. On $20,000,000 of 
common stock this calls for an assessment of 
$10 a share, which is likely to be 
objected to. If Mr. Parsons refuses to ac- 
cept the receivership it probably will be be- 
cause he made up his mind when he was 
President that there was no possibility of 
making any headway against the New Haven’s 
opposition, even with New England road 
free from floating debt. The chances of meet- 
ing the $20,000,000 make the outlook even 
more discouraging. But we believe Mr. Kar. 
sons can do more than anybody else, and if 
reorganization is idle, of course, it is 
merely a matter of foreclosure several months 
hence, when the New Haven company will 
bid it in at its own price.” 


NEWS OF THE EASTERN METROPOLIS, 


Arguments in the Action Against the New 
York Trust Company. 


New York, Jan. 19.— [Special. Arguments 
wore heard today by Surrogate Fitzgerald in the 
action of Porter V. Ransom, the special guardian 
of James and Viola Baker, minor children of 
William J. Baker, and heirs to à trust 
fund established by their grandfather, 
James Baker, against the New York 
Life Insurance and Trust com pany, 
the trustee of the fund. The attorney for the 
plaintiff in the present suit is R. S. Ransom. 
Emmett and Robinson appear for the defendant. 
The fund amounts to $100,000. The Surrogate 
is asked to remove the trustee. Ex-Judge Ran- 
som said: The company’s action has left $31,- 
000 to dry away and permitted $4,000 to be lost 
forever.“ Mr. Ransom asserted the defendant 
bad sacrificed the value of the trust bonds to sel! 
a mortgage owned by, itself. Lawyer Robinson, 
for the defendant, nne the objection that 
if trust companies could not thus utilize the 
mortgages which they, so to speak, keep in stock 
it would revolutionize the business of the com- 
panies. 

Hildreth Surrenders Himself. 

William H. Hildreth, one of the general part- 
ners of Abe Stein & Co., importers of skins, sur- 
rendered himself to the District-Attorney today. 
He was held in $25,000 bail. Hildreth is charged 
with hypotheeating bales of goat skins which 
were held on storage by his house as agents for 
the British Bank of South America. It is alleged 
that this institution loses $38,000; the German 
Bank of London, $25,000; the London and River 
Piate Bank, $20,000; and that there are various 
other foreign banking iastitutions to be heard 


from.

Much Mutilated Currency. 


The receipts of mutilated currency at the New 
York Subtreasury during the last few days have 
been unprecedented. Yesterday the amount re- 
ceived was approximately $820,000. For the 
four days prior to this the average was $745,000 
a day. Heretofore daily receipts of $500,- 
000 have been considered remark- 
able. At the Subtreasury the explanation is that 
men and women have been hoarding their money 
for the Christmas season ‘and their purchases 
during the holidays have drawn the sums from 
their hiding places. The money has therefore. 
passed from old pocketbooks, stockings, and 
other nooks and corners to the shopkeepers, 
from them to the banks, which have turned it 
over for redemption. 


Against Coining Seigniorage. 


The report that Secretary Carlisle is favorable 
to the coinage of the seigniorage on silver 
bullion, if Congress should authorize it, is re- 
garded as a betrayal of principle on the part of 
the Secretary by Wall street men.

Denver, Colo., Jan. 12.— Gov. Waite's 
proposition to make foreign coins legal tender 
in Colorado received its quietus today by a 
large majority vote against the question in 
the House and the summary disposal of it in 
the Senate by the tabling of the matter with- 
out discussion. The other measures to re- 
ceive some attention in the remarks of Rep- 
resentatives in explaining their position on 
the subject of the extraordinary session were 
the State canaj, delinquent tax reductions, 
trust deed, and attachment law amendments. 
Some of the members consumed time in suy- 
ing they were anxigusto provide ways of 
giving the unemployed work, but they 
doubted if the suggestions of the 
Governor in his, call and message 
outlirte: such a relief. The arguments were 
mainly in objections to the suggestions, and 
before the day had ended the solution seemed 
not to be at hand. A final adjournment is 
consequently expected tomorrow. By a close 
vote the House will be ready to give up the 
attem pt to hold a session of the Legislature at 
this time. The Senate, finding that the House 
would not probably arrive at 4 decision to- 
night, concluded to edjourn until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow, afier showing plainly that the 
body will not consider any measures passed 
by the Lower House. 

The Senate resolution. on the legal tender 
proposition, known as the Mexican dollar 
scheme,“ declares:

LOCATION OF THE FEDERAL COURTS. 


Attorneys Discuss the Availability of the 
Various Large Bullding . 
Renting agents of a dozen Chicago build. 
ings have submitted plans of quarters for the 
Federal courts. The Stock Exchange Build- 
ing, the Woman’s Temple, the New York 
Life Building, and the Assoviation Building 
on La Salle street; the Masonic Temple and 
Bay State Building on State street, and the 
Old Colony, Monadnoc#, and Manhattan 
Building on Dearborn streét are on the market. 
The Masonic Temple and Woman’s Temple, 
it is claimed, are the only buildi where the 
necessary space can be provided on two 
floors. The Woman’s Temple has two entire 
floors, the ninth and tenth, containing 20,000 
square feet of floor space, which are availa- 
ble. The question as to location resolves - it- 
self into one of accessibility. A number of 
opinions of attorneys are given, as follows: 
Thomas Cratty—Of the three buildings men- 
tioned I consider the Woman’s Temple the best 
adapted, and it is most emphatically my first 
choice. It is centrally for all the 
law offices. Most of the lawyers are. in that 
vicinity. The Masonic Temple is out of 
the question in the matter of favorable 
location. There is not a law office within a block 
of it and 1 don't think there is a single lawyer on 
State street. The Monadnock is little batter in 
that particular. There are a few patent lawyers 
in the — 22 but it is as much toe far south as 
the Masonic — east and n Any of 
the three are g enough exceptin matter of 


location. 

Edwin Wale. ae Woman's Temple is the 
most centrally located and more desirable in 
every way than the Masonic Temple or the 
Monadnock Building. The next best for the pur- 

would be the Monadnock. The Masonic 
emple is too far away from the center of the 
law business. All three are probably equal in 
the question of adaptability and the location 
the principal! consideration. 

Huntington W. Jackson—Itis a matter of no 
concern to me where the United States court- 
rooms are removed. It all depe on the ac 
commodations offered. The bew court-rooms 
shou:d be provided with all the facilities, such 
as vaults for the preservation of papers, for 
the District-Attorney and United States Marshal, 
and rooms for the cierks.

are being extensively imported into Cuba and 
Puerto Rico duty free from New York.

The Presi- 
dent’s attention has been directed to the fact 
that John P. Hopkins, Mr. Hesing, and sev- 
eral other Chicago appointees are Roman 
Catholics and that Mr. Russell is also a mem- 
ber of that faith, This is the reason, it is said, 
the appointment has been delayed, 

According to the statements of some men 
who know what is going on in the White 
House a number of letters from prominent 
Chicago Democrats have been received in 
which this statement has been specifically 
made. In view of the developments of the 
last municipal campaign in Chicago the com- 
plaint seems to find great weight in Mr. 
Cleveland’s mind, particularly when another 
circumstance is recalled, and that is the fur- 
ther fact that nearly every prominent aspir- 
ant for the Chicago offices that are unfilled 
belongs to the Roman Catholic Church. There 
is no reasonable doubt of the truth of the 
statement that these things have caused the 
President to waverin his pronounced deter- 
mination to appoint Mr. Russell. This state- 
ment adds great interest to the fight, and the 
outcome will be eagerly watched.

CARLISLE’S RIGHT TO ISSUE BONDS. 


He Will Claim Authority Under the Re- 
sumption Act in Certain Contingencies, 
Wasuine@ron, D. C., Jan. 12,—[Special. ]— 

The announcement that Secretary Carlisle 
would, in the event of the failure of Congress 
to act for the relief of the Treasury. issue 
bonds under the authority conferred upon 
him by the resumption act, was officially con- 
firmed today. Secretary Carlisle would not 
discuss the subject, but another member of 
the Cabinet authorized the statement 
that the contingency upon which 
the Secretary can issue bonds 
without Congressional action was when the 
gold reserve in the Treasury had been in- 
vaded to such an extentas to impair confi- 
denee. That point, he suggested, bad been 
alrnost if nut quite reached. The Secretary 
does not propose to act hustily in the matter 
or without giving Congress every opportunity 
to do its duty. The gold reserve in the Treas- 
ury today amounted to only $74,108,149 
and the currency balance to only $17,960,- 
028. Secretary Carlisle has not indicated 
what figure he would consider the limit be- 
yond which he wéuld not consider it safe for 
the gold reserve and cash balance to fall, but 
the assurance that he intends to exercise his 
power to issue bonds will go far toward sus- 
taining confidence.

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MOB AVENGES THE BRUTAL MURDER 
OF THE RHINE FAMILY. 


Their N 
Union for Preliminary Examination 
and the People Organize, Take the 
Prisoner Out of Jail, String Him Up, 
and Fill His Body with Bullets=The 
Old People Were Killed for $10—The 
Work Done by the Good Citizens. 

‘Wear Unron, O., Jan. 12.—Roscoe Parker, 


a shiftless colored boy of 16 years, was 


lynched early this morning for the murder 
four weeks ago of Pit Rhine and his wife, an 
aged couple living at West Union, who were 
‘murdered in their cabin for $10—all they 
had. A heavy club anda butcher knife had 
been used. The throats of the aged couple 
were cut from ear to ear, and the murderer 
had featfully beaten the bodies with a 
bludgeon. Parker was examined by 
the Coroner. and remanded to jail, where he 
was reported to have made several conf es- 
sions, The pedple gathered to lynch him. 
but the officers took him to Portsmouth Jail. 
Yesterday Parker was brought to West Union 
fora preliminary hearing, all’ talk of a mob 
having seemingly died gut. 3 

The mob formed out of town ina quiet and 
business-like way and the members were, it is 
said, all good citizens and taxpayers. Late 
at night, having left a guard over the vehicles 
that had brought the country people in, the 
mob moved off like a regiment of soldiers. 
Sheriff Dunlap saw the masks and bolted the 
doors of the jail. The door was beaten in and 
“Parker, half-clad, leaped to the top of the cell 
and fought the mob back. He was quickly 
overpowered and was started for the wagons. 
The Sheriff harangued the mob, but to no 


purpose, : 

„nl tell all tomorrow,“ the murderer 
shouted. “‘Sam Johnson did it. I would 
like to see my mother before I die.“ 

Quickly the procession drove to a point 
near North Liberty. The party formed in 
double rank and the murderer, with pmioned 
arms, was taken out and hurried to where a 
long limb reached out over an embankment. 
A rope was fastened to the limb, passed about 
Parker’s neck, and then a score of hands 
hauled away. Suddenly one hand burst from 
its bonds and seized the rope above his head. 
He was quickly lowered, the arm refastened, 
and again the dy shot upward. A shot was 
fired and soon a dozen pistols were sending 
lead into the writhing body.

PROTEST AGAINST FELICE’S ARREST. 


Italian Deputies Will Publish a Manifesto 
Anent Sicilian Troubles. 

Rome, Jan. 12—Twelve of the members of 
the Chamber of Deputies belonging to the 
extreme left party and nine of their sup- 
porters have resol ved to publish a manifesto 
in regard to the troubles in Sicily. They pre- 
sented today to the President of the Chamber 
a protest against the arrest in Palermo of the 
Socialist Deputy, Giuseppe de Felice, at the 
same time reserving the right to interpellate 
the government as to the arrest upon the re- 
convening of Parliament. 

Premier Crispi consulted today with Fi- 
nance Minister Sonnino concerning the expe- 
diency of affording the Sicilian peasants the 
use of the uncultivated lands an the islands. 

A commission is studying the Sicilian agra- 
rian situation. It will recommend a modifi- 
cation of the contracts between land-owners 
and peasants. The Chamber of Deputies, it 
is expected, will sanction the recommendation 
of the commission. 

Cardinal Rampolla’s gloomy reports of the 
condition of. Italy have seriously impressed 
the Pope, who has ordered Rampolla to try to 
learn from the foreign envoys to the Vatican 
whether they have received special instruc- 
tions for the event-of a revolution. Rampolla 
has reported that the powers, though closely 
observant of events in Italy, have given no 
special instructions and do not expect a 
change in the existing order of things. This 
has caused much ill humor in the Intransigeant 
party at the Vatican, which long has repre- 
sented events in a sense opposite to Ram- 
polla's report.

The report stage of the 
Parish Councils bill was finished at midnight 
and Henry Fowler, President of the Local 
Government Board, who has had the bill in 
charge, moved at once to the third reading.

RAPID TRANSIT EARNESTLY DESIRED. 


Oak Park People Favor an Extension of 
the Lake Street IL.“ 


Oak Park wants rapid transit by means of | 


an elevated road, with a five cent fare to the 
city. The Lake Street L. is asking for a 
franchise through the Town of Cicero, and a 
majority of the wealthiest citizens of Oak 
Park met in the pretty club-house of the Prai- 
rie elub last night to discuss and boom the 
proposition to give the railroad a franchise.

The Ft road has offered to settle 
all reasonable damages, but there is some 
disposition on the part of the 1 peo- 
ple to hold up“ 4 * railroad 712 ae the 
street with asphalt. The majority o 
ple of Oak Park are quite willing to — pr the 
whole question of settlement with 
the railroad with the Town Board, 
with proviso that if the 
board does not make satisfactory terms there 
will be’ a new board elected in April. The 
railroad has privately said that if it could get 
a right of way it would build the road to Oak 
Park in nine months. 

Mr. Todd Lunsford presided at the meet- 
ing, and said that President John Parson of 
the club stated the question clearly when ——

He Had Gone to Jacksonville Hoping His 
Health Might Be Restored and Seemed 
in a Fair Way to Recovery=The Re- 
mains Being Brought to Chicago, Where 
His Great Success in Business Had Been 
Attained- Funeral to Take Place Mon- 
day- other Mortuary Matters. 

George Washbura Lyon of Chicago, the 
well-known dealer in music, is dead. At 1:30 
o’clock yesterday taorning, at the Windsor 
Hotel, Jacksonville, Fla.; Mr. Lyon breathed 
his last after an illness of nearly three 
months.

As the senior meuiber for twenty-five years 
of the firm of Lyon & Healy and since 1889 
of Lyon, Potter & Co., George W. Lyon was 
one of the best-knovan men not only in Chi- 
cago but througheut the Western country en- 
gaged in the music business, In the summer 
of 1864 he came to this city from Boston, 
accompanied by Patrick J. Healy, and within 
a few weeks they formed the partnership of 
Lyon & Healy for the sale of musical instru- 
ments of all kinds, While the name, as a 
trademark, still stands, the firm was 
dissolved in 1880, Mr. Lyon retiring’ to 
join William Steinway & Sons of New York 
and E. A. Potter in organizing the house of 
Lyon, Potter & Co., with which he remained 
to the time of his death. 

Musically, socially, in business, and as an 
inventor of improvements for nearly all 
kinds of instruments, he was a remarkable 
man. It is said of him by those who en- 
joyed his acquaintance that he could play 
almost any instrument, but the violin and 
the harp were his favorites. On these, espe- 
cially the harp, he was an expert performer, 
and in his younger days played frequently at 
entertainments. As a man of genial disposi- 
tion and social likmgs he had many 
warm friends and admirers who were 
shocked and grieved yesterday when they 
heard of his death. It was not expected. 
While every one knew he went South a month 
ago hoping to improve his health it had been 
understood he was unproving and would soon 
return home. In fact, Mr. Potter Thursday 
received a letter from him in which he spoke 
of going out the next day to fish for tarpon 
and anticipated a great deal of pleasure, 

Mr. Lyon had been suffering from a com- 
plication of diseases, the result of a severe 
cold contracted about three months ago. Up 
to that time he was in the best of health — 
wes one of the most vigorous, active men of 
his age in Chicago. He was 69.

In his 
day he was the best piano salesinan Chicago 
ever had. Ican’t express the sorrow I feel 
over his death, for he was always exceedingly 
kind to me.’ 

Mr. Lyon was born in July, 1825, at North- 
boro, Mass. At the ugeof 12 he went to Bos- 
ton and entered the store of C. H. Keith, a 
music dedler. Later he was engaged by Oli- 
ver Ditson & Co., where — 5 fie.d of useful - 
ness was greatly enlarged, From there he 
went to the house of H. Tolman & Co. E. K. 
Eaton was his teacher in the use of brass in- 
struments, while from Apthomas he received 
instruction on the harp, from Nolceinia on 
the piano, and under the supervision of Herr 
Friedman he mastered the violin.

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| QUARANTINED MEN BECOME UNRULY. 


Inmates of the Ironsides Hotel Have 
Trouble to Secure Food. 

Shut in with smallpox patients and refused 
food, 100 men made trouble in the Ironside 
Hotel, No. 134 West Madison street, yester- 
day. The place is and has been a hotbed of 
smallpox, and the 100 inmates have been 
quarantined for the last three days. During 
that time twenty men have been taken from 
the house to the Smallpox Hospital. Solong as 
the propriétors fed the men there was not much 
grumbling, for the doctors in charge assured 
them they would be protected against the dis- 
ease, But yesterday Harvey & McGuire, the 
proprietors, refused to give them food. They 
were unable to get out, as the place was 
guarded by policemen. For a time it seemed 
as if a riot would ensue and that the men 
would break for liberty, and Dr. Harvey, who 
is in charge of the physicians and fumigators 
from the Health Department, hastily tele- 
phoned Commissioner Reynolds that the men 
must have food or they would break out, car- 
rying contagion broadcast. 

Commissioner Reynolds visited Mayor Hop- 
king. who gave orders that the men should be 
fed while quarantined, Coffee and sandwiches 
were sent up and the men notified they would

Lionel Stagge,,Who Has Been Munch in 


Favor with controller Eckels, Re- 
vealed as a Criminal and the Case May 
Be Laid Before the PresifénteHe Ad- 
mits the Facts, Says He Committed 
Only One Offense, and Wishes to Atone 
for lt=Bondsmen Wut Stand by Him. 
Wasntwwarox. D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
Shortly after Mr. Eckels was confirmed as 


Controller of the Currency he received among 


other callers: Lionel Stagge of Portland, Ore., 
the publisher of a periodical devoted to finan- 
cial matters and called the Paeifie Investor 
and Banker. Mr. Stagge was not an appli- 
eant for office of any kind, and explicitly in- 
formed the Controller to that effect. Mr. 
Eckels was well pleased with Mr, Stagge, and 
thought him an available man in case of an 
emergency. He told Mr. Stagge that when 
he returned to the Pacific. coast it would be 
well if letters of recommendation and indorse- 
ment concerning him were filed in the office 
of the Controller of the Currency. 

A few weeks after the recommendations came 
pouring in; they came from United States 
Senators, from members of Congress, bank- 
ers, businessmen, officers of corporations, 
etc,, all speaking of Mr. Stagge in the highest 
terms. He has the best recommendations 
on flle in this office,’ said Mr. Eckels in 
speaking of the matter today, After a while 
the financial crisis came on and five national 
banks in Portland, Ore., Mr. Stagge’s home, 
closed their doors. Controller Eckels remem- 
bering Mr, Stagge appointed hima special 
bank exatiner by Wire. young man, 
who is only 31, was of the greutest sérvice to 
the governinent, and discharged the duties 
devol ving on him with marked ability. 

Confidence in financial circles having been 
restored in Portland, Mr. Bekels sent Stagge 
to Spokane, Wash., where some of the — 
were toppling over. Stagge met with all the 
expectations of the Controller and showed 
himself an exceedingly capable, shrewd finan- 
eier. After a time Mr: Eckels appointed 
Stagge receiver of the Oregon National Bank, 
located at Portland. Mr. Eckels regarded 
Stagge as one of the best men in his employ, 
and his appointment as a fegular bank ex- 
aminer was in order. 

Stagge Telegraphs His Resignation. 

About a week ago the Controller received a 
letter from u man in the Northwest who said 
be had heard Stagge had served a term in the 
Oregon Penitentiary. The Controller at once 
wrote to the Warden of the institution for in- 
formation on the question, but up to this time 
has received no answer to his letter, Within 
twenty-four hours he received from Stagge by 
telegraph his resignation of the receivership of 
the Oregon National Bank. Shortly after 
came a telegram from the men on Stagge’s 
bond, given as receiver, announcing; that they 
had for the first time learned of Stagge’s his- 
tory, but announced their intention of re- 
maining on his bond, being fully satisfied as to 
Stagge’s integrity and uprightness. 

The Controller is having an investigation 
made into Stagge’s career and expects to have 
more definite information tomorrow or next 
day. Men here in Washington who know 
Stagge well speak in the highest terms of 
him. They say he came to Portland a num- 
ber of years ago and began work in the count- 
ing-room of the Oregonian. His habits were 
exemplary ; he was frugal and saving and got 
together 7 money to start the magazine 
above referred to. The periodical is said to 
have made e great success on the coast, where 
Stagge is regarded as one of the leading men 
in financial circles, 

The Controller is in great perplexity over 
the matter. No official charges have been 
made against Stagge up to this time. The 
bondsmen of course protect the government 
against any loss occasioned by the acts of a 
receiver and the Controller will not accept the 
resignation uniess good reasons are given 
therefor. The probabilities are that the 
whole matter will be laid before the Presi- 
dent, 

Stagze’s Record on the Coast. 


Wah le of ex- 
citement 221. the 5, p ly in 
financial circles, when it was learned a 


nobby-lookiag fellow, who had met with great 
favor from Controller Eckels and had been 
appointed bank examiner and receiver of the 
Oregon National Bank, was an ex-convict and 
had served a term in the Salem Penitentiary. 

The first record Portland has of the man 
now known by the name of Lionel Stagge is 
an entry of the name of A. L. Waterhouse on 
the arrest docket of the pone station, Dec. 8, 
1889. The day before he had given the pro- 
prietor of the Gilman House a check 
on the First National Bank of 
Chicago for $35 in liquidation of 
a board bill; and was also charged with hav- 
ing passed a worthless check on the United 
States Hotel, Marysville, Cal., for $35 on the 
First National Bank of San Frang¢iseo. He 
waived exaniination on the charge of obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses and was held 
to answer to the grand jury and Dee. 11, be. 
ing unable to furnish bonds, was committed 
to the county jail, Dec. 14 an indictment 
was found against him and two days later, 
when arraigned, he pleaded guilty to the in- 
dictment. 17 he was sentenced to be 
imprisoned in the State penitentiary for one 
year. He was indicted and sentenced under 
the name of A. L. Waterhouse ‘and com- 
mitted to the penitentiary. 

Soon after his release from the penitentiary 
he secured e situation here as advertising so- 
licitor, in which calling he quickly attained 
high standing. Later he established the Pa- 
cific Banker and Investor and then got into 
the public service. The fact of his being an 
ex-convict bad not been publicly known. 

Yesterday after learning there would bea 
publi¢ disclosure he telegraphed Controller 
Eckels asking that official to suspend judg- 
ment until a letter was received esplaining 
the situation.” He then wrote a letter to the 
Controller raaking a full confession, with ex- 
planatory statements, in which he inclosed 
his resignation as receiver of the Oregon Na- 
tional Bank. ‘ 

Stagge Tells His Story. 

Mr. Stagge made public this statement: 

In 1889 I arrived at Portland without money. 
I staid at the Gilman House; a friend who was 
sick came with me. The day I arri I drew a 


heck for $30 on a Chicago bank in which I had 
no tunds. Pais check was cashed by the Gilman 


House, and returned of course unpaid. I was ar- 


rested on tue charge of obtaining money under 
faise pretenses. Having no friends hore th go on 
my bond 1 was put in the county jail. As 1 had 
no real defense I pleaded guilty and was sen- 
tenced to tie penitentiary for one year. 
served the sentence. As this was my only 
offense. and was, not a hardened or 
rofessionai criminal, althoughah utter stranger 
in Portland. I determined to regain my reputa- 
tion where I had lost it I could easily have 
gone to another State, but 1 determined that | 
would redeem my reputation here, if for no other 
reason for my own peace of mind.

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The Law Permits Girfs to Marry at 12 and 
Boys at 14. | 

How many people know that it is lawful in 
Massachusetts for a little girl of 12 to be- 
come a bride? Who could believe at 
first thought that many little girls in short 
dresses have been legally married in Bos- 
ton, several during the last year, and that 
the law, even in the hands of thoughtfu! 
and respo nsible officials, was powerless to 
prevent it? According to a decision, which 
has never been reversed, a marriage be- 
tween two infants above the age of 12 in 
females and 14 in males is valid with. 
out the consent of their rents or 
guardians, notwithstanding statutes 
which prohibit magistrates or ministers, 
under a penalty, from solemnizing the mar- 
riage of a female under the age of 18 or a 
male under the age of 21 without the consent 
of parents or guardians.” The, theory of pro- 
tection which makes the consent: of parents 
or guardians necessary is really a very flimsy 
protection for the young and ignorant foreign 
girls who are frequently sold into marriage at 
a tender age in Boston by parents who are 
not sufficiently responsible for the State to 
permit them this privilege of dis of 
their daughters before their 18th b ay, 
when a girl of Massachusetts is of age. 

Italians, Hebrews, Poles, Syrians, Arabs of 
the most ignorant classes, men unable to sign 
their names in their own language and not 
understanding a question asked of them, ap- 
pear in the City Registrar’s office see 
licenses to marry girls who are to be mothers 
of the next generation of American citizens. 
During one week recently three men came to 
the Registrar’s office for marriage licenses 
and gave 16 years Gr less as the of the 
bride, In each case they were told to bring 
the girl, and in one of the cases the fact that 
the girl was 16 and hid her guardian’s con- 
sent to her marriage was established through 
a trusted interpreter. This often happens 
when inquiry is instituted. 

Talk about Gretna Green!“ saidthe Cit 
Registrar to a writer for the Transcript. “ It 
was difficult to get married in Gretna Green 
compared with this city. Gretna Green was 
hedged about and hard in comparison to Bos- 
ton. The laws as they stand now here would 
do very well for a country town where every- 
body knew everybody else, but for a city with 
a foreign population like ours—well, thought- 
ful people simply have no idea of what is 
going on in this matter. Any girl of 12 or 
over and any boy of 14 may be married with 
consent, and the marriage is legal without 
consent if any clergyman or Justice of the 
Peace can be a upon to perform the® 
a whether they have a license or 
not. 

The records of 1893 show fifty-seven mar- 
riages of girls of 17 or less, three of these 
were 15, and one was a child of 14. She was 
in the grammar school and wore short 
dresses, When her teacher sent tosee why 
she did not come to school it seemed to her 
im possible to believe that she was married, 
Her parents had consented! The bride- 
grooms of the little married girls of Massa- 
chusetts are usually men double that age. 
Boston women have spent a good deal of 
thought and time and money for the child 
widows of India. There is room for a good 
deal of endeavor in behalf of the child brides 
of Massachusetts.

trial. A week ago Lane, while cutting a piece 
of tobacco, severely gashed his right thumb. 
Instesd of healing the wound has grown 
steadily worse and blood poisoning has set in. 
Yesterday the juror was in his usual place, 
but his hand and forearm were enveloped in 


surgical bandages. He managed to stay out 


the session, but he, appeared to be suffering 
considerable pain and was twice obliged to 
retire, 

Juror Holsman received a visit from his 
wife yesterday afternoon, who, in the pres- 
ence of Judge Tuthill, was allowed to con- 
verse with him. Mrs. Holsman is a victim of 
groundless fears Her neighbors told her 
that her husband was in degdly peril because 
he was on the Coughlin jury. Some one else 
told her there was a plot to poison Mr. Hols- 
man with some slow-working drug and that 
he was already showing its effects. All these 
things caused Mrs. Holsman to write a piteous 
letter to her husband and Mr. Holsman took 
it to Judge Tuthill. The court thought 
the simplest way of settlmg Mrs. Holsman’s 
fears was to, allow her to see her hus- 
band and hear from him that he was neither 
in danger nor ill-health. Word was sent to 
her that she could see her husband in the 
presence of Judge Tuthill, Yesterday after- 
noon she came down. When court adjourned 
the jury was detained. After Judge Tuthill 
had given the wife some instructions as to 
what she might not talk about Juror Holsman 
was called into the Judge’s private room. 
Husband and wife talked for thirty minutes. 
Mrs. Holsman went away looking happy. 

The cross-examination of Mrs. T. T. Conk- 
lin occupied almost the entire day yesterday.

Knives Taken from Coughlin, 


Detective Barney Flynn told of the arrest 
of Coughlin and said he had searched the 
prisonerand taken from him two pocket 
knives.

Apparently the 
jury thought Dr. Cronin was cut up with 
those two-invh pocket knives, for it carefully 
examined them for blood stains. 

When T. T. Cokklin took the stand he ex- 
plained matters by identifying both knives as 
the property of Dr. Cronin. He said he had 
A the knives to Dr. Cronin and his identi- 

cation was positive. The testimony ap- 
peared to weigh with the jury and was not 
shaken by cross-examination. 

any attempt the defense may make to drag 
in Clan-na-Gael evidence appears likely to 
avail little.

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One of Illinois’ Pioneers Now 117 Years” 
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PROF, BEM(S GIVES HIS IDEAS OF A 
“MUNICIPAL LEAGUE. 


His Plan Is to Organize 5,000 or 10,000 
Voters and Through Them Hold the 
Balance uf Power in All Elections 
Civil Service Reform He Regards as the 
Most Important Need = Danger of 
Treachery and Internal Attacks Can Be 
Overeome- Room for Good Work. 


„A municipal reform league for Chicago is 
a subject on my mind all the time.“ said 
Prof. Edward W. Bemis, associate professor 
of political ecomomy in the University of Chi- 
cago, yesterday, though I am not ready just 
now to draw up a constitution for it, as I was 
requested to do last Sunday at Prof. Gra- 
ham Taylor’s municipal reform meeting held 
at Association Building. 

The reason. is that I am somewhat com- 
mitted to two other very similar movements, 
and I am waiting a short time to see if they 
are going to do anything. belong toa club 
which holds monthly meetings at the Hull 
House, and which has appoint ed a committee 
to draft just stich a constitution. Then I am 
partially identified with Mr. Stead’s civie 
federation. This body has held one 
meeting, and has appointed a sim 
ilar committee on constitution, but 
it also appointed a committee on relief, which 
resulted in the Central Relief committee, and 
its enthusiasn has all drifted off in that direc- 
tion. Iam weiting awhile to see if the Presi- 
dent, T. W. Harvey, will ever convene the 
body again and if the Committee on Consti- 
tution will have a report. But Iam not going 
to wait long, and I am not going to wait in 
idleness. I ani giving my best thought to the 
subject all the time and am going to do all I 
can to further this cause. 

It you want the result of my study on the 
subject I will speak first of the machinery and 
methods, and then of the principles and plat- 
form, or subjects of reform. The league con- 
templates the organization of 5,000 or 10.000 
legal voters of Chicago, organized for the 
purpose of voting solidly and holding the bal- 
ance of power in municipal elections and for 
the purpose of furthering municipal reform. 
Of course sucha large body could not meet 
for the transaction of business, and, therefore, 
a system of representation is necessary. There 
must be a general league and local leagues. 
There should be a local 1 e in every 
ward, to do the same work for the ward that 
the general league would do for the city. The 
general league should be composed of repre- 
sentatives elected by the local leagues. This 
general league should have the power to di- 
rect the voting of all the local Jeagues in mu- 
nicipal elections, 

The league would probably never have a 
candidate of its oon. Its function would be 
to put searching ve to the partisan 
candidates, exuct pledges from them as to 
their conduct in office if elected, If these 
pledges should be given by any candidate 
and afterwards violated, the league would 
black-list him and vote against him after- 
ward whenever a candidate far office, whether 
he offered pledges or not. e business of 
the league would be, therefore, for a time at 
least, the choosing between two evils by se- 
curing the election of the less objectionable 
candidate. In the meanwhile it would devote 
itself to the study of the evils of municipal 
government and the wisest measures of mu- 
nicipal reforta. It would, therefore, be 
largely educational. 

Lou will probably wad that such a scheme 
presupposes considerable intelligence and 
moral principle in its members, and I agree 
with you. I will go farther and say that it 
would always be exposed to the danger of be- 
ing captured and betrayed by men who might 
hypocritically connect themselves with it for 
that purpose. Concerning this danger I can 
only say that there are some safeguards 
against it that can be erected, and that Ido 
not despair of finding enough intelligenceand 
moral princip.e in men to make it successf 

„Now, then. I will speak of the reforms 
which sucha league should, in my opinion, 
seek to effect. I do not mean 
it should aim to effect them all 
at once, nor within a short time, 
but only as fast as is prudent and possible. 
The first thing in respect to time and im- 
portance is civil service reform. “Many other 
reforms will be impossible or useless unless 
city employés are appointed and promoted 
for efficiency in the discharge of their duties 
instead of political support. For instance, I 
think the city, unless it can bring the street- 
car men, the gas men, the electric light men, 
and the telephone men to time, should undet- 
take the work of furnishing street-car service, 
gas, electric lights, and telephone service to 
the public. This would largely increase the 
number of city employés, and increase mu- 
nicipal corruption also unless civil service 
principles controlled. 

„Civil service reform is necessary also in 
order to divorce municipal elections from na- 
tional politics. In the last municipal election 
in Chicago national politics was all that was 
heard on the stump. The plea was that the 
Mayor, throuzh his patronage, would be able 
to carry the ty for his party ina Presiden- 
tial election, that as the city went the State 
would go, and that as the State 
went, possibly the country would go. 
This line of reasoning would constitute 
the greatest difficulty in keeping the members 
of the league themselves in line. It is, in 
fact, unanswerable and will remain unan- 
swerable until civil service principles are 
introduced into the city government. 

„The league should seek to inaugurate a re- 
form in the granting and renewal of valuable 
franchises. Ihe two objects to be sought are, 
first, a revenue to the city government, and, 
secondly, better service for the public, 
In regard to the first I am not sure 
that the system of selling franchises 
at public auction, which has proved such 
a blessing to the City of Toronto, might not 
be introduced to advantage in Chicago. In 
regard to the second there is one constant 
wail in Chicago at the way corporations 
trample on the convenience and comfort of 
the public, and the reason of it all is that in 
granting franchises the rights of the public 
are not sufficiently guarded. 

„Probably the most important reform that 
the league should undertake would relate to 
the composition of the City Council. A prom- 

me some time ago 
proof ree- 
Aldermen then in the 
Council were for sale. But whether that is 
true or not, it is plain enough that the action 
of the Council habitually sacrifices the good 
of the people to private ends. The reason of 
this is that the Aldermen are generally men of 
little intellect and less principle, who fight 
their way into the Council through ward poli- 
tics, and consequently the people will groan 
under their corruptions and misrule until 
some way is found to introduce better men 
into the Council. 

„ Some think this could be effected by 
dividing the Council into an upper and lower 
house, but I cannot see it. My remedy for the 
evil is the abolition of ward politics by the 
election of Aldermen more at large. If a dis- 
trict of the city comprising five wards elected 
its ten Alderraen at large, instead of two for 
each ward, there would be a vast improve- 
ment in the character of the men elected. The 
reason is a candidate needs more prominence 
and greater merit to carry five wards than to 
carry one. A saloonkeeper can work up his 
ward to send him to the Council, but he could 
not work up five wa This plan I 
would reinforce with cumulative voting. 
If the bad elements in such a dis- 
trict were slightly in the majority the 
minority would then have it in their power to 
elect four out of the ten Aldermen. I would 
recommend also that the salary of an Alder- 
man be increased. It seems to me plain 
enough that these changes would make the 
City Council a comparatively honest and 
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Cogent Reasons for Not Changing the Ex- 
isting McKinley Rates, 
Representing the interests of the farmers of 
the Central West, Board of Trade commission 
merchants are continuing the fight on some 
of the measures of the Wilson tariff bill, espe- 
clally that section referring to the change in 
barley. The maltsters in many instances 
have joined hands with the barley handlers 
and are protesting against the measure. 
Memorials have been prepared, addressed to 
the Congressmen representing Cook County 
and all the leading barley-growing States of 
the Northwest, urging against the proposed 
changes. Bruno E. Fink of Milwaukee has 
just submitted a compilation of figures show- 
ing that under the present McKinley law the 
higher duty has stimulated the cultivation of 
barley in the Northwest and pointing to the 
danger of American barley being driven out 
should the tariff be changed. According to 
official figures the imports of barley from 
Canada during che year ended June 30, 1890, 
were 11,327,000 bushels, representing a 
value of $5,627,000. The imports during 
year closi with last June were only 
1,970,000 bushels, worth less than 51,000, 
000. Commenting on these figures the me- 
morial says: 
This sudden falling off is ascribed to the fact 
Oct. 6, 1890, the McKinley bill, which raised 
the ty from 10 cents per bushel to 30 cents per 
bushel, became operative as a law. The decrease 
would have been still greater had the law gone 
into effect a month or so sooner, for in this brief 
interim Canadian shippers rushed over the bor- 
der fully 4,000,000 bushels of the then new crop

Whena man is ad- 
vanced in years the appearance of such a 
book may be taken as mean.ag that he has 
elosed his career and settled his accounts 
with the world. With a man of 36 it is dif- 
ferent. When he or some friend for him 
picks out his best speeches and offers 
them to the public it is generally 
a sign that the author of those 
speeches expects to reappear in publie life in 
the near future and wants to have his “ rec- 
ord’’ accessible. Neither humor nor senti- 
ment plays a large part in Gov. Russell's 
speeches. So says Thomas Wentworth Hig- 
ginson, who has written the’ introduction to 
the book, and a cursory examination 
shows that his statement is quite cor- 
rect. They are not brilliant with 
rhetoric and have no stirring 18 
They are plain, straightforwar talks. 
But whoever wishes to know where Gov. 
Russell stands on most of the questions which 
have agitated the country since 1885 can find 
out by getting this book, half of which is de- 
voted to political speeches. One can learn 
from them what sort of a tariff New England 
Democrats want—very different in many re- 
spects from the kind desired by |Southern or 
Western Democrats. The rest of the book is 
given up to the Governor’s inaugural and veto 
messages and addresses delivered by him on 
various , non-political occasions, many of 
which have a special interest for Mas- 
sachusetts people, but not for the 
ordinar reader, So on the whole 
this volume may be set down as an ad- 
dition to campaign and not to oratorical liter- 
ature. Perhaps when the next National Dem- 
ocratic convention meets Mr. Russell will be 


a Short History of Medieval Italy,” 
by Mr. Oscar Browning (London: 
Methuen 4 Co.), picks out one 
of the historical personages of the time for 
particular comment. It is generally well 
known that the Italians of the thirteenth and 
fourteenth centuries had in conjunction 
with their culture and luxurious tastes 
some cruel instincts which happily can be 
found only at the present time in utter sav- 
ages or the worst class of criminals, Some of 
the personages whose careers are sketched in 
Mr. Oscar Browning’s pages far outstripped 
in Villainy anything that can be found in the 
Newgate Calendar. Take for example the 
case of Ezzelino da Romano, Lord of Padua. 
He attempted to fourid an empire by whole- 
sale murder. One of the first acts of Pope 
Alexander IV. in 1255 was to proclaim a 
crusade against him and cail on all Christians 
to hunt him down like a wild beast. The 
victims of Ezzelino frequently died in prison, 
but he was not satisfied with this, and had 
their corpses sent to their native towus to be 
publicly decapitated. His satellites were 
ordered to slay every nobleman who opposed 
his wishes, and the bodies of those murdered 
persons were mutilated and burned, Young 
giris, old men, pious reeluses, peace-loving 
scholars became the objects of this monster’s 
cruel persecution. In 1256 a war against 
him was commenced, with Venice at the head 
of the crusade. Padua was captured, but 
Ezzelino had the satisfaction of putting to 
death a number of military prisoners who hap- 
pened to be in his power. The war con- 
tinued several years, and Ezzelino’s atrocities 
were not yetatah end. He took the castle of 
Priola and condemned all the inhabitants to 
have their eyes put out and their noses and 
legs cut off. At length in 1259 this blood- 
thirsty tyrant was taken prisoner at Cassano 
and died by his own hand. We must not over. 
look the fact that in the midst of such a terri- 
ble state of society great poets like Dante and 
Petrarch were able to produce their immortal 
works; but happy is the lot of genius which 
can flourish in an age far removed from the 
inhuman brutalities that disfigured the fair 
soil of Italy in the fourteenth century.

A broad benevolence and an enlightened com- 
mercial policy unite in commending this meas- 
ure to the favorable consideration of the Na- 
tional Government.

The Annals of Green Bay. 

The first white man to visit the site of Green 
Bay was Jean Nicolet. Word having reached 
Quebec of trouble between the Hurons and the 
Winnepegous, or Winnebagos, and the former 
having requested the intercession of the 
French, Nicolet was sent West in 1634 to 
make peace. He reached the mouth of the 
Fox River in the fall after the long canve voy- 
age up the Ottawa, through Georgian Bay, 
Lake Huron, the Straits of Mackinaw, and 
along the northern shore of Laké Michigan, a 
lake which had probably been seen by no Euro- 
pean beforehim. Having formed exaggerated 
ideas regarding the Indians whom he was to 
visit, Nicolet brought with him a robe of 
damask richly embroidered with flowers and 
birds of different colors. He stepped ashore 
from his canoe, gotgeousiy attired, and ad- 
vanced slowly, discharging two small pistols 
which he held in either hand.

The manifests which shippers of animals are 
required to sign before their live stock s to 
sea deprives said shippers of all practi ights 
to ownership in said animals while at sea, and all 
rights to damages for injuries inflicted and 
losses sustained from navigation companies and 
vessel-owners. 

The quarantine laws of forei nations are 
hostile to imported animals, requiring their de- 
tention and slaughter in quarantine within ten 
days of arrival while seasick. emaciated, and un- 
fit for food. to the great detriment of the reputa- 
tion of the nation of export for the raising of edi- 
ble animals and apparently for ‘he purpose of 
discrediting the use of such animals in competi- 
tion with their own or those of their dependent 
colonies. 

Of $46,000,000 worth of animals passing be- 
tween the ports of the United States and foreign 
countries in one year about $6,000.000 worth 
have been known to be destroyed by criminal 
cruelty and carelessness; and undoubtedly more 
than $10,000,000 worth between the ports of all 
nations. The financial loss to stock-raisars of 
all nations, because of cruelty to animals in 
transit from one nation to another is conceded 
to be enormous. 

The humane sentiment of all nations revolts 
against these monstrous cruelties at sea to dumb 
brutes and unqualifiedly demands the passage of 
international iaws to suppress the same and pun- 
ish the offenders. 

A citizen abroad is the United States Govern- 
ment, and one uniform, its army and navy. And 
so do all nations jealously guard their subjects. 
Why not extend this protection to the dumb 
animals that infinitely ap to our mercy and 
compassion? Such protection must be extended. 
nor will we give up the fight until a Captain is no 
longei a flag to himself at sea and a groveling 
supplicant for the protection of his country’s flag 
in port. ;

Tun City Law Department is of the opinion 
that the Manufactures Building, if reérected 
by the directors of the Exposition on the 
Lake-Front, cannot be accepted by the 
city as its share of the World's Fair 
refund. The reason assigned ig that 
while the constitutional amendment allows 
the municipality to accept a building on city 
property in partial or whole satisfaction of its 
claims the ordinance under which the bonds 
were issued contains no such provision, but 
stipulates that the dividend shall be paid in 
cash and be used toward the redemption of 
the bonds. There are three parties interested 
in this matter—the city, the Exposition di- 
rectors, and the bondholders. If all tnree of 
these assent there is nothing to prevent the 
acceptance of a building by the municipality 
as part of the dividend. The directors are 
willing. The holders of the bonds, who would 
ba ve a legal right to insist on the application, 
of the dividend toward the extinguishment of 
the bonds, will ask for nothing of the sort. 
They want the evidences of city indebtedness 
in which they have invested their money to 
run for the full thirty years and not to be 
paid off in part this year. The people of Chi- 
cago much rather would see the Manufactures 
Building on the Lake-Front than to see a 
tenth of the bonds paid off. Thus they will 
not protest if the Council pagses an ordinance 
accepting the building. As the three parties 
concerned are all agreed, what is there to pre- 
vent the erection of the big aan on the 
Lake-Front?

KEEP AWAY FROM THE CITY T HALL, 

It was stated the other day in Tun Trarsuns 
that Tommy Morgan had deserted the ranks 
of the horny-handed toilers and become one 
of the bourgeoisie—had hired an office and 
put up a sign to the effect that his business 
was “renting. collections, and insurance.“ 
Judging from what happened day before yos- 
terday the sign is a little misleading and Mor- 
gan’s new trade is “organizing mass-meet- 
ings, parades, writing petitions, and making 
work for the police.” 

It was decided at a meeting of the unem- 
‘ployed mechanics of this city held Thursday 
night under the management of the Centra! 
Labor Union to march by the hundreds, 
thousands, and tens of thousands to the 
Council chamber Monday night, escorting a 
committee, at the head of which is Mr. Mor- 
gan, which is to present to the Aldermen a pe- 
tition setting forth the grievances ahd the de- 
sires of the unemployed. It is the expressed 
intention of Thomas to make a demonstra- 
tion that will bring the needs of the unem. 
ployed and destitute working people to the 


working people want some of their own prop- 
erty.“ 

It may seem cruel to deprive Morgan of 
what he thinks would be the opportunity of 
his life, but no such demonstration can be 
permitted. It is better for his own sake that 
he should not march to the City Hall leading 
several thousand persons, among whom there 
would be some thieves and ruffians who would 
be sure to raise a disturbance, the responsi- 
bility for which would fall on the leader. 
Some paraders went to the City Hall last sum- 
mer in broad day light. They professed to be 
“the unemployed,” but their conduct was 
such that the police had to suppress their 
parades, their black flags, and their incendi- 
ary speeches, A night demonstration would 
be more dangerous than a day one. A little 
over twenty years ago the Aldermen were 
treated to a demonstration to induce them not 
to extend the fire limits, One of the mostim- 
pressive features of that demonstration con- 
sisted of the bricks which were thrown through 
the windows by the petitioning citizens of the 
period. 

The Mayor has said that there shall be no 
such parade as Tommy contemplates. That 
is right. The Chief of Police will see that his 
orders are obeyed. He will see also that the 
streets around the City Hall are not blockad- 
ed by people, whether they are millionaires 
or Morgans. Such gatherings are useless 
even where not dangerous. They cannot 
have the least effect on Aldermen, because the 
latter are bound by laws which they. cannot 
overstep, no matter bow large the mass- 
meeting might be which begged them to do 
80. 

The petition will have as much weight if 
presented by Morgan alone as if he were 
backed up by 10,000 paraders. It would 
have as much weight if sent through the 
mails as if presented by Morgan in person 
and backed up by one of his thrilling 
speeches. The only question for the Alder- 
men is whether under the laws and ordinances 
they can do anything for the petitioners. 

The petition, evidently Morgan’s ‘handi- 
wotk, asks the Council to order the taking of 
a census of the unemployed, so that a full, 
truthful, and comprehensive statement of ex- 
isting conditions may be made, and that—

It is not, like 
Mr. Morgan, fostering discontent and preach- 
ing socialistic doctrine or asking the authori- 
ties for what they cannot give in order to 
pose as a friend and champion of the. people. 

The “ individualistic’ work Morgan de- 
nounces is the practical and efficient work. It 
is being carried on ona scale of increasing 
magnitude and Chicagoans will keep on con- 
tributing to it in spite of Morgan’s sneers at 
them, If Mr. Morgan is grieved by the pre- 
vailing distress let him codperate with that 
organisation instead of going before the 
Council, which did not create this distress and 
which can do go little to relieve it. 

Of course the Council must receive the pe- 
tition, even though it can do little or nothing 
of practical value for the petitioners, whe 
must look for relief to * individualistic ” 
methods and national legislation, but there 
must be no demonstration,“ no opportunity 
for thieves to loot storés and pick pockets. 


ITALY’S FINANCIAL CRISIS, 

Italy is near the point of confessed bank- 
ruptey. It is staggering under a load of in- 
debtedness which it seems impossible to pay. 
The government revenues are falling off, the 
foreign commerce and interna! industries of 
the people are at a low ebb, and the popular 
discontent is exhibiting itself in insurrection- 
ary movements, which are suspected to be 
stimulated if not aided from abroad. In the 
language of Mr. Depew, when interviewed 
Dec. 24 on his return from Europe, Italy is 
suffering from an unstable eurrency. Its 
money has no basis with the standard of the 
world. Silver fluctuates with remarkable 
rapidity. Gold has disappeared from the 
country. Banks are fumbling, factories clos- 
ing, and the people starving. 

The chief cause of the trouble is the effort 
of the government to keep step with the other 
members of the political alliance which has 
aimed to be one of the two great balancing 
powers in Europe. Thecountry is eaten up 
by a standing army and war navy far beyond 
its resources to maintain, It has tried to be 
ready fora great war with France; yet, in 
spite of immense expenditures, its forces are 
sadly deficient in every respect. The regi- 
ments are not full, the cavalry lacks horses, 
the arsenals ammunition, and only a small 
part of the army is supplied with the new 


rifle. France has ceased to be a good cus 


tomer for the oil and wine which are the 
principal products of Italy, and the effort to 
induce Germany and Austria to fill the 
void has not been successful. The re- 
sulting poverty, of the people is augmented 
by the failure of associations that were 
formed; with the object of internal 
improvement, particularly in the City of 
Rome, where the modernizing process was 
carried on at arate that would have been too 
rapidieven in timesof average prosperity. 
Some of these associations were aided by the 
Bank of Italy, and the management of that 
institution is proven to have been terribly 
corrupt. The report by a committee of in- 
vestigation shows that it had loaned con- 
siderable sums of money to thirty or forty 
Deputies and o her high officials of the govern- 
ment. This has caused a frightful ‘scandal, 
which much increases the disaffection among 
the people and is seized on by the criminally 
inclined classes as an excuse for brigandage 
and other crimes. 

The deficit in revenues for the current year 
is estimated to exceed 40 million dollars, and 


there is claimed to be no way of meeting it 


except by increasing the taxes on an already 
overburdened people. The King has proposed 
to sacrifice half his civil list and to give up 
several of his palaces, the maintenance of 
which costs & great deal of money. It is sug- 
gested also that two of the five army corps be 
disbanded, as Germany and Austria officially 
have expressed a willingness that this be done, 
provided the three remaining corps be ap- 
pointed and disciplined effectiveiy. It is open 
to question if these measures of reform would 
be suffleient. The government should sum. 
mon up ceurage* to back out from its 
foolish war attitude, and set about culti- 
vating friendly relations with the Gauls, 
who have been their best customers. 
Then it would be possible to disband half or 
two-thirds of its standing army and to dis- 
charge fully 100,000 parasitic, tax-eating 
officeholders, the great number of whom is a 
prime cause of fiscal deficits. An impover- 
ished country like Italy cannot afford to keep 
upanarmy of a million men, with a navy 
that is reckoned to be the third or fourth in 
Europe, and the sooaer it abandons the effort 
the better will it be for both government and 
people. This effected and an economical ad- 
ministration insisted upon a large part of the 
annual taxation could be applied to the pay- 
ment of the debt, and the new stimulus given 
to industry gradually would carry that dis- 
tracted country up to a respectable position 


among the nations and its people to a state of 
comfort they have not known in many years 


past. 


THE PROPOSED NEW STATES. 

It is not lik ly that the Democrats in Con- 
gress will hurry up legislation on the bills for 
the admission of Utah and Arizona as States 
in the Union. Sinee the passage of these Mlls 
in the House an election has been held in Salt 
Lake City to fill a vacancy in the Lower 
House, caused by the death of a member, the 
result pf which was the election of C. 8. 
Varian, the Republican candidate, who beat 
his Democratic competitor by nearly 2,000 
votes. Salt Lake is a Republican city and the 
Legislature is Republican in both branches. 
Democratic ardor for the admission of Ari- 
zona also has met with a sudden chill, for in 
the recent municipal election at Yuma_ the 
city went overwhelmingly Republican. These 
events following rapidly upon thaheeis of each 
other have aroused a cruel and wearing sus- 
picion in the Democratic breast that Utah and 
Arizona may be Republican, and as the Dem- 
ocrats have no other than partisan reasons for 
voting in these two Territories it is not at all 
extraordinary that their enthusiasm suddenly 
is cooling off and that they are contemplating

SUGAR CULTURE IN FLORIDA. 

A writer in the Tampa Times takes the bold 
position that Florida is destined to become the 
great sugar-producing State of the Union, and 
adduces some facts to prove that at least there 
is a color of reason for the claim, even though 
the enthusiastic prediction may not be verified 
literally. In the Kissimee Valley alone 
2,000,000 acres of land have been reclaimed 
within the last few years, one-quarter of which 
is proven to be the richest land for sugar or 
any other purpose on the face of the earth. 
Careful surveys show that in the State of 
Florida there are 4,000,000 acres of the rich- 
est land, capable of producing from four to 
six thousand pounds of sugar to the acre, and 
this entire territory can be reclaimed and 
brought into a state ready for cultivation for 
about 20 million dollars. 

The writer in the Times claims it is 
within the capacity of that single State to 
furnish all the sugar that is consumed by the 
American people up to the time when the 
annual consumption will be four times greater 
than now. At 60 pounds per capita the cur- 
rent consumption is about four billion pounds, 
while at 4,000 pounds per acre the area 
named would yield sixteen billion pounds of 
sugar. A 5,000-acre plantation would re- 
quire one sugar mill complete costing 
$200,000, 30 miles of movable narrow 
gauge railroad, 5 dummy engines, 200 cane 
cars, 175 carts, 690 weeding hoes, 600 cane 
knives, 350 mules, 600 common laborers, 
and 75 expert laborers. If all the area named 
were occupied it would make 800 of these 
plantations, employing 480,000 common 
workers and 60,000 expert workers, would 
require 280,000 head of mules and the prod- 
uce to feed them, and 800 times the other 
necessaries stated for the 5,000-acre farm. 
The average cost today to the American con- 
sumer of sugar is 6 cents per pound. The 
equipment for the production and manufact- 
ure of 90 per cent uf the American consump- 
tion and the land on which itis grown are 
owned in foreign countries, Florida could 
produce the entire consumption at 3 cents 
per pound and make a fine profit after the 
lands were reclaimed, employ a vast army 
of working people, and create the demand 
for the enormous amount of machinery and 
farm implements needed to raise the crop. 

This fine picture of possibilities is drawn as 
a prelude to the statement that Congress 
ought to be asked to appropriate 20 million 
dollars to reclaim the said four million acres of 
land and impose a revenue duty of two cents 
per pound on imported sugar. The writer says 
this would soon reduce the price for sugar 
from the present six cents to three cents per 
pound for all that would be consumed by 70 
millions of American people, increase the 
taxable resources of the country by 200 mill- 
ions, and give permanent employment to 
more than half a million additional home 
toilers, besides finding remunerative work for 
the great number of others who would have 
to drain the land, improve it, and make the 
machinery and tools required for its success- 
ful cultivation. He does not seem to notice 
the fact that the available 500,000 acres out 
of the two millions reclaimed in the last 
twelve years by private enterprise is sufficient 
on his estigpate to supply fully half of the 
present consumption of sugar in the United 
States, and he ignores the obvious infer- 
ence that if this be found to pay as stated 
there need be no fear that other private capi- 
tal can be procured to put the remainder in a 
state fit for profitable cultivation. Probably 
this point would not escape the attention of 
some members of Congress in case they were 
asked to vote for this improvement of lands 
in one State at a great cost to the whole of 
the Nation. 


TAKING A BACKWARD STEP, 

The bill for the repeal of those Federal elec- 
tion laws which have been on the statute 
books for the last twenty years which passed 
the House at the special session will be taken 
up in the Senate next week and will have the 
right of way till it is disposed of. It will pass, 
ofcourse. Not a Democratic vote will be 
cast against it and the Democrats have a 
working majority in the Senate. The Re- 
publican Senators will give fully their reasons 
for voting against this measure, but they will 
resort to no obstructive tactics, 

Their reasons for opposing it are set forth 
summarily in the minority report of the Com- 
mittee on Privileges and Elections. The laws 
which it is proposed to repeal— 

Were passed chiefly in consequence of frauds 
and crimes which had been. committed by the 
Democratic party in the City of New York under 
the leadership of William M. Tweed and his as 
sociates, and those laws commended themselves 


alike to his Republican opponents and to many 
respectable and judicious Democrats. 


So long as there is a probability of the re- 
newal of such frauds the laws are needed. 
The fact that offenses against the election 
laws of States are rarely if ever punished, 
although such frauds are being committed 
continually, proves that the grosser frauds of 
past years would be renewed in Federal elec- 
tions were there no Federal laws to punish 
them. To the laws themselves no ex eption 
should be taken. 

A careful consideration of the election statutes 
does not show any sbund reason for their ropeul. 
They do not interfere at any time by one hair's 
breadth with the performance of their complete 
functions by the State elections officers; there is 
only a mild and moderate use of the natichal 
power to aid in securing honest results in the 
election of the popular branch of Congress, 
which is such an important depository of nation- 
al power. 

While the repeal bill is pressed in obedience 
to the demand of Tammany, that it may have 
a free hand in national elections and may roll 
up unlimited majorities to carry the State for 
Democratic Presidents, its passage is also 
urged to gratify the Confederate element of 
the party. ’ 

The laws are to be destroyed for the purpose of 
offensively reasserting the old dogma of State 
sovereignty under which the attempted dissola- 
tion of the Union was defended in 1861. The re- 
peal will proclaim |

The Federal electiem laws have — 


no application in the South. They were passed 
chiefly to secure honest elections in Northern 


cities. But the Southern Democrats object to 
the principle, They have, as the minority re- 
port says, an ineradicable hostility to na- 
tional power.” So, for the avowed purpose 
of *‘ wiping out every trace of the reconstruc- 
tion measures,’ they have united with the

which puts it in the power of ballot-box 
stuffers in Northern cities to get, by their un- 
punished frauds, possession of the Presidency 
and of the control of the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

THE SUPREME BENCH VACANCY. 

Now that the Senate committee has re- 
ported adversely upon the nomination of Mr. 
Hornblower for the Supreme bench there is a 
rumor that Attorney-General Olney will be 
named for the positioa in case Hornblower is 
shelved by the Senate when it acts upon its 
committee’s report. The American people, 
however, will not regard the one nomination 
with any more satisfaction than the other. 
The objections to Olney are the same as those 
in the case of Hornblower—only more so, as 
Olney already holds a position in the Cabinet. 
Mr. Hornblower is a corporation lawyer, so 
Olney has been, It is evident the Senate 
committee believes that Hornblower’s con- 
nection with railroad corporations is such 
that-it would be difficult for him not to be in- 
fluenced by his relations to them if he were 
on the Supreme bench. That Mr. Olney 
would, be influenced in a similar manner goes 
without saying, for he has shown the results 
of such influence in his conduct of the office 
As Attorney-General it 
has been his duty to curry out the provisions 
of the anti-trust law and to prosecute certain 
corporations, but he has not given evena 
hint that he has any intention of performing 
that duty. More than this, it has been alleged 
that he has permitted himself to be mgr oe in 
the directories of companies he was liabl® 
be called upon to prosecute, The abilities of 
Messrs. Olney and Hornblower have not been 
called in question. Both are lawyers of more 
than ordinary capacity and stand high in 
their profession. Itis purely a question of 
associations and their influence. There are 
other members of the legal profession who 
are qualified to fill the vacancy on the 
Supreme bench whose records are clear in 
this respect, and whose appointment would 
not subject them to criticism or suspicion, 
and it is from among such lawyers that the 
new Supreme Judge should be chosen. He 
should go upon the beach with a clear record 
in this direction so that the people may have 
confidence in his decisions. Mr. Hornblower 
cannot satisfy these conditions, and it would 
bea mistake for the Senate to confirm him. 
It would be a still graver mistake should it 
confirm the appointmeat of Olney in case his 
name were sent in. The latter’s appointment 
as Attorney-General was made in defiance of 
propriety and public sentiment, and shows 
how utterly regardless of popular opinion 
Grover Cleveland is when he makes appoint- 
ments, In the case of Van Alen, however, the 
President had an experience with public sen- 
timent which he long will remember. In the 
case of his sooty friend in Hawaii he has had 
another. He now has encountered another in 
the popular opposition to his nomination for 
the Supreme bench vacancy. The Senate 
promptly must reject Hornblower’s nomina- 
tion. If Mr. Cleveland then shall flyin the 
face of public sentiment by naming Olney for 
the place he should be rejected with still 
greater promptitude, 


Tun frosts of Saturday and Sunday last in 
Southern California have done great injury to 
the orange and lemon crops. At Riverside 
the lowest reported temperature was 18°. In 
the vicinity of San Bernardino cold winds 
followed a heavy storm which deposited six 
feet of snow on the mountains and also fell 
very low on the foothills, At various places 
in the valley the thermometer ranged from 
20° to 25°. A dispatch to the Los Angeles 
papers says: 

The lowest Saturday and Sunday morning were 
pearly the same, and were as follows: For San 
Bernardino, 33° Fahrenheit, with several reports 
of 25° and 27°; Highland, 28°; Redlands, 24°, 
with a number of reports of 20°; Riverside, 24°, 
with several reports of 25° and 28°; Colton Ter 
race, 26°; low grounds south of Colton, 23°. 

The year’s crop for the San Bernardino 
region has been estimated atabout 4,000 car- 
loads, the crop being a month earlier than 
usual and of prime quality. The full extent 
of the injury cannot be determined yet, but it 
is estimated that the loss for Riverside and 
San Bernardino Counties alone will be about 
$400,000. Taking the whole of Southern 


California it is probable the loss will reach | 


million dollars, and the finances of producers, 
especially of those who have been waiting 
four or five years for their trees to produce 
marketable crops, are notin good condition 
to stand it. The loss will cause much dis- 
tress, though the producers are trying to com- 
fort themselves with the dubious prespect 
that they can help recoup their losses by bet- 
ter prices. The devastation of the frost seems 
to be general and thus disposes of the com- 
mon boasts in seme localities that they never 
have frosts. This time it seems to have nipped 
with impartiality and all are in the same 
boat. 


Jopan Gary's decision rendered for the 
Appellate Court Thursday in a railroad cross- 
ing killing case isa powerful argument for 
the abolition of grade crossings. The case 
was against the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railroad, and was brought by Mary 
Ouska, whose husband was killed at the Sixty- 
third street crossing of the road in question. 
The jury in the lower court gave $5,000 dam- 
ages—the full limit allowed by the law. The 
railroad company appealed on the ground 
that Ouska was killed because he had not ex- 
ercised sufficient caution at the crossing. 
Judge Gary, dealing with this argument, said: 

It may be urged that no man exercising ordi- 
nary care would attempt to cross that network of 
rails. but the appellant can claim no right to 
shut the citizen from the public street, and if 
the railway company.makes the danger so immi- 
nent nothing can prevent a jury from finding 
against it when injury follows. 

The decision is good law and sound logic. 
The railroads are responsible for every cross- 
ing disaster. It is unfortunate that the law 
limits the price of a human life taken away 
at those crossings at $5,000. But for this 
limitation the railroads. would have to pay 
more exemplary prices for these accidents 
and they would be more ready and willing to 
elevate their tracks or to abolish the grade 


crossings in other ways.

The Power of the Beard of Railroad Com- 
missioners of Kansas Upheld—Judg- 
ment Rendered by the Lower Court 
Reversed=A Ruling That Will Have 
Great Influence in Kansas Freight 
RateseThe Decision Means a General 
Readjustment of Kansas Commerce. 

| Atcutson, Kas., Jan. 10.— [Special Corre- 

spondence. ] — The larger cities of interior 

Kansas—Wichita, Hutchinson, Topeka, Sa- 

lina, Arkansas City, and Fort Scott—ha7e 

been fighting for freight rates that would 
pace their wholesale and jobbing houses on 
an equal footing in the matter of competi- 
tion with those of Kansas City, Lea veu worth, 

St. Joseph, and Atchison on the Missouri 

River, The discrimination of the railroads 

in the matter of freight rates prevented the 

jobbers of these cities from embracing any 
cousiderable territory in their trade relations. 


They were deprived of the opportunity of 


equitable competition with the river towns.“ 
Although the agitation for lower rates for 


interior points began some years before, the 


boom period” in Kansas (1888.89) was 
prolix in the discussion of the long and 
short haul” question, inter-State la ws, river 
rates,” and like topics. The undercurrent of 
this agitation and discussion, like other mat- 
ters of public coneern in this State, soon be- 
gan insinuat’ng itself into the politics and 
elections of the State. It was an important 
factor in establishing the State Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners and later was manifest 
in the selection of that board. 

In the spring of 1892 the question was 
brought to an issue by the interior wholesale 
grocers, and the Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners March 5 made an order which granted 
the interior cities the rates prayed for. An 
appeal by the wholesale grocers of the river 
cities for a further hearing before the board 
followed. This rehearing, some weeks later, 
amounted to little else than making the board 
more decisive. It was now a struggie for 
supremacy along a different line of action in 
which not only the interior wholesale grocers 
but all interior wliolesale and jobbing inter- 
ests saw their field of operation and trade en- 
larged and}destructive competition done away 
with. On the other hand the river jobbers, in 
all lines of business, read their doom as to 
future business in Kansas in the consumma- 
tion of the projected order and rates. With 
the latter it was a question of withdrawing 
from one of their richest fields or removing 
their houses to interior cities. 

Issues an Injunction. 

Upon the petition of the Symns Grocery 
company of Atchison, filed in the Distriet 
Court of Atchison, Judge R. M. Eaton issued 
an injunction restraining the order of the 
Board of Railroad Commissioners from be- 
ing carried into effect. This suit was brought 
in June, 1892, to enjoin the State Board of 
‘Railroad Commissioners and six railroad 
companies from putting into effect an order 
of the board made March 5. 1802, changing 
the rates heretofore established on sugar, 
coffee, beans, and canned goods from Mis- 
souri River points to Hutchinson, Salina, Wich- 
ita, and Arkansas City in carload lots, The 
case was brought in the District Court of 
Atchison County. j 

The Symnsa company claimed that hereto- 
fore there had been maiatained relatively rea- 
sonable and just rates between carload lots 
and less than carload lots of the commodities 
named, under which it was immaterial wheth- 
er goods were shipped in carioad lots or less; 
on the belief that no discriminanon would 
ever made by the board, jobbing houses 
were established all over Kansas; that instead 
bf this, the Commissioners on March 5, 1892, 
made an order reducing the rates on sugar in 
rarload lots from Atchison and other jobbing 
points in Eastern Kansas to 15 cents per 100 
pounds, and making the rate on canned goods, 
coffee, and beans in carload lots 22 cents to 
Salina, 25 cents to Hutchinson and Wichita, 
and 28 cents to Arkansas City; whereas the 
rate onless than carload lots was permitted 
to remain at 34 cents per 100 pounds to 
Salina, 81 cents to Wichita and Hutchinson, 
and 49 cents to Arkansas City; that the rea- 
onable d fference between carload rates and 
leas than carload rates should not exceed 5 
cents per 100 pounds, and that the rate estab- 
lished was discriminating and would injure 
and destroy the business that had been built 
up by the plaintiff. It was further and partic- 
ularly averred that the making of the order 
by the board wasa covert and unlawful at- 
tack upon the rights of the plaintiff under the 
inter-State commerce laws of the United 
States. 

The answer filed by the Board of Railroad 
Commissioners recited the facts which led up 
to the order complained of, and alleged fur- 
ther that the rates established were reasonable 
and just, and stated further that they stood 
ready to bear, consider, and determine any 
matter of freight rates at any time. 

The Rock Isiand railway company answered 
that the rates were unjust and unreasonable, 
and further that they would not afford the 
railroad company a just compensation. 

The Missouri, Kansas and Texas and the 
Union Pacific companies’ answers were sub- 
stantially the same. So was that of the Mis- 
gouri Pacific railway company, which con- 
tained the further averment that the commod- 
ities named in the order were produced out- 
side of Kansas an 1 were the subject of inter- 
State commerce. 

The Santa Fé railway company disclaimed 
any interest in the controversy except to 
learn what was required of it by law, and al- 
leging that the interior jobbers in the State, 
upon whose complaint the order was issued, 
were interested and should be made parties to 
the cause. The interior jobbers interfered 
and their answer alleged that the rates estab. 
lished were just and reasonable and did not 
discriminate. a ; 

Judge Eaton issued an: injunction. A mo- 
tion to dissolve the injunction on the grounds 
that the plaintiff’s petition did not state facts 
sufficient to constitute a cause of action and 
that the court had no jurisdiction was argued 
pro and con for eight days by more thar a 
score of the ablest attorneys of the State and 
the generai attorneys for the six railroad 
companies concerned. The motion to dis- 
solve the injunction was overruled. Judge 
Eaton held that as the four articles in the 
controversy ure not produced inthe State, 
and the profit on them was small and the re- 
tail merchant will buy them where he buys 
his other goods, it follows that unless the 
wholesaie dealer can sell these articles his 
trade in other commodities will fall off. The 
Railroad Commissioners, he held, had no 
right tointerfere with or to make a rate 
which in any way affects an inter-State rate 
on such products. 

The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which has just rendered its decision, in 
which all the Justices concur, dissolving the in- 
junction issued by Judge Eaton against the rail- 
road companies. It is the first decision of this 
nature in the State, and of great moment and 
deep concern not only to all the commercial 
interests of the State, but affecting the busi- 
ness interests of hundreds of wholesale and 
jobbing houses of the river cities and those 
outside the State. In this decision the Mis- 

uri River rates,“ the basic line of all com- 

utation on freight rates for Kansas and the 
Vest, is materially affected and the conse- 

uence far reaching. 

The Decision, 

| The decision of the court is broad, compre- 
hensive, and sweeping in its interpretation, 
perhaps more so than the more conservative 
The court holds as follows: 
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it be that some one of the thousands of in- 
dividuals affected may challenge the reasonable- 
ness of the rate made and maintain an action in 
his own name to prevent the board from putting 
into operation such a State schedule until he 
can have an adjadicn| as to whether it in- 
juriousily affects him It one shipver may main- 
tain the action another “pe may likewise 
maintain the action, and in this way there might 
result a conflict in the various courts of the 
State. The District Court in our conaty might 
find the order or rate reasonable while the Dis- 
trict Court in another county might find it un- 
reasonable. One court might enjoin the enforce- 
ment of the decision and another decide that it 
should be put in operation. It may be said that 
the rates upon smaller quantities than carload 
lots should be reduced, andit may be that the 
disparity between the two classifications is so 
great as to result to the detriment of some of the 
shippers. The Board of Railroad Commissioners 
is a continuous body and presumably open at all 
times for the readjustment of rates orto correct 
any irreguiarities. The construction of new 
roads, the building of trade centers, and the de- 
velopment of the country necessarily cause a dis- 
turbance of rates, and when such changes occur 
and new circumstances arise, the board may be 
required to revise and change existing rates. 

t is ciear that the enforcement.of a reduction 
of rates upon one ciass ought not to be prevented 
because the board has failed to reduce the rate 
upon another class. The fact that there may be 
too great disparity between the rates charged for 
the two classes can hardly be treated as a statu- 
tory discrimination within the meaning of Sec. 10 
of the act providing for the regulation and con- 


Lot railroads. : 
et is no reason for the claim that the decis- 


ion of the board is an unlawful interference with 
inter-State commerce. By its terms itis limited 
to shipments from one point to another within 
the State, aud cannot be construed to affect, or 
as an attempt to affect, inter-State transporta- 
tion. 
There is little reason to believe that there 
will be any alteration or elimination by the 
board of the order of March 5, 1892, for 
should the new Board of Railroad Commis- 
sioners seek to revoke or greatly modify the 
order of the board of 1892 an appeal would 
be made at once to the Legislature. The 
State being overwhelmingly in favor of the 
new rates promulgated by order of March 5, 
1892. the interior cities would soon be firmly 
intrenched behind a law on the statute books 
ranting them rates and relief prayed for. 
ad not the Legislature of 1893 become en- 
tangled and engrossed. in the fight over a dual 
House of Representatives and occupied four- 
fifths of the length of the session in a politi- 
cal warfare which so nearly resulted in a 
civil war, a law granting what has now been 
aceord ed the interior wholesale grocers, 
would doubtless have been enacted for the 
benefit of all wholesale and jobbing interests 
in interior pointe of Kansas. Sucha measure 
will probably pass at the session of 1895, for 
doubtless the fight between the two commer. 
cial interests will be transferred to the cam- 
paign in the legislative districts this fall, 
where each side will hope to win sufficient 
members to enacta law to their advantage 
or at least block the way of their opponent. 
In such a fight there is really not much hope 
for the river cities and their wholesale in- 


terests. 
IMMIGRANT ORDERS OUTSTANDING. 


Union Pacific Contracts Give the Clearing- 
House Mach Trouble, 

A session of the Advisory committee of the 
immigrant clearing-house of the Western 
roads was held yesterday at Chairman Cald- 
well’s office in The Rookery.”’ at which the 
New York immigrant agents were represent- 
ed. The object of the meeting was to ascer- 
tain whether the Union Pacific, which is not a 
party to the agreement, has any contracts out- 
standing and whether it has any special ar- 
rangements with the immigrant agents, espe- 
cially Peter MeDornell of New Yorkand Mr. 
Fugazzi of San Francisco. It developed uur- 
ing the discussion that Mr. McDonnell has 
made contract with the Union Pacific to the 
amount of 2,200 orders for tickets from New 
York to San Francisco and that these would 
have to be assumed or taken care of by the 
immnigrant  clearing-house before he 
will aliow the clearing-house to handle 
any of his business. The Advisory 
committee fears that if it takes care of tne 
above mentioned 2,200 tickets another large 
lot might turn up, which the clearing-house 
would have to take care of, and that kind of 
thing may be kept up indefinitely. Of course 
the other immigrant 8 expect to be as 
liberally dealt with as McDonnell, and satis- 
fying his demands might prove an expensive 
luxury for the clearing-house. The Advisory 
committee is not yet satistied that it might 
not be cheaper to act independently of the 
immigrant agents and deal directly with the 
steamship companies. So long as the initial 
lines in Western- Passenger Association terri- 
tory stand together there is hope of keeping 
the clearing-house in successful running or- 
der, and all the lines are determined to give 
the scheme a fair trial. 


Trying to Save a Locomotive.

Duties of Common Carriers Described and 
the Purposes of Regulating Enactments 
Explained=Commission Wants the Au- 
thority to Prescribe Minimum as Well 
as Maximum Rates—Railway Insolven- 
cy Not liue to the Law=—The People Op- 
posed to Its Repeal. 

Consideralsle valuable information is con- 
tained in the seventh annual report of the 
Inter-State Commerce Commission. Special 
attention is called to the peculiar office of 


common carriers and the dependence of every 


occupation upon their facilities; the right of 
every person to receive just and equal treat- 
ment in all that pertains to public transporta- 
tion, and the paramount purpose of regulat- 
ing enactmeats to secure to the people actual 
enjoyment of this right. There must be a 
common ain! public rate prima facie just and 
reasonable which measures the lawful charge 
of the carrier. Two classes of questions are 
involved in the consideration of a rate; one 
relates to ths methods by which the justice 
and reasonahleness of a rate is determined; 
the other to the measures by which observ- 
ance of that rate isto be secured. Departure 
from the established tariff includes the of- 
fenses of rete-cutting, rebates, underbilling, 
false weighing, false classification, and end- 
less other devices by which unjust discrimina- 
tion is effected. The only effective mode of 
dealing with discriminations arismg through 
departure from the public rate is to place 
them in the category of criminal misde- 
meanors. Any redress by means of civil 
action for damages is manifestly inade- 
quate. If mich offenses escape detection and 
punishment it is not because of defects and 
weakness in the criminal machinery for that 
purpose, but because those charged with the 
administration of criminal law are unable to 
enforce it against this class of offenders. In 
cases arising under the act to regulate com- 
merce the guilt does not consist in determin- 
ing what constitutes a criminal act, but in un- 
covering the guilty transaction ‘and bringing 
to justice those who engaged in it. That the 
ublic tariff charges are frequently departed 
rom in particular localities, and that rebates 
are paid and other prohibitions of the statute 
disregarded. is belleved by many to be true. 
The legal trath of these violations may not be 
obtainable, yet the fact of their occurrence is 
a moral certainty. To attempt the extermi- 
nation of illegal preferences by executing 
penal provisions of the act, to ferret. out the 
vast number of condemned transactions, to 
discover the parties who participate in them, 
and seeure legal evidence of their guilt and 
prosecute them to conviction and punishment 
is of course a difficult undertakmg. In view 
of these facts it may be suitable for Congress 
to consider whether legislation should not 
seek to lessen the evils of secret discrimina- 
tions by endeavoring to remove their cause. 

With reference to the methods of correcti 
wrongdoing, which results from making an 
adhering to unjust rates, the commission says 
the importaace of this subject can hardly be 
exaggerated, It involves the investigation of 
existing tariff rates and authority for their 
alteration when found excessive or unequal, 
These tariffs, or standards of compensation. 
are devised by the railroads themselves and 
represent their notions of proper remunera- 
tion, save as they have been corrected to some 
extent through the agency of this commis- 
sion. The great body of producers and con- 
sumers who are so vitally affected by the cost 
of transportation, and completely dependent 
upon this necessary service, have no voice 
in fixing the scale of charges and little power 
to prevent exactions or inequality, except as 
— may de mand the intervention of Federal 
authority. There is a growing convicuon of 
national duty in this regard, and the notion 
that the strong arm of government should 
hold the balance of power between the car- 
riers and the people has taken a firm hold 
upon public opinion, 

To investigate these tariffs, require their 
correction when ascertained to be unfair or 
oppressive, and determine what are just and 
reasonable rates for publio carriage is a gov- 
ernmental function of highest utility. 
Transportation is a constant and universal 
necessity, and the State is-bound to see that 
the terms upon which it is furnished are not 
burdensome or unequal. 

Many rai) way managers, unable to set aside 
the training received in railway service prior 
to the passage of the act to reguiate com- 
merce, view obedience to that statute from 
the standpoint of a private corporation rather 
than that of the publicagency. In some ju- 
dicial proceedings also design of the act 
is to preveat as well as cure transportation 
wrongs, and that its provisions should be con- 
strued liberally in favor of the reforms it was 
intended to effect has not been fully recog. 
nized. But resistance to regulation is dimin- 
ishing, and the trend of judicial decisions is 
toward hokiing inter-State rail carriers to a 
more rigid performance of their public func. 
tions. 

The law was intended to bring about sub- 
stantially reasonable charges, reduce per- 
nicious favoritism to a minimum, and make 
carriers bear in mind the statutory admoni- 
tion to refrain from giving undue preference 
in rates or facilities to persons and places, 
Although all expectations have not been fully 
realized, the operation and administration of 
the statute have brought about reforms in 
transportation which, compared with the evils 
that existed prior to the law, amount to com- 
mercial emancipation. 

The commission presents a strong argu- 
ment in favor of giving it authority to pre- 
scribe minimum as well as maximum rates, 
and shows how the present depression of rates 
at large centers works injury to the general 
public as weil as to the railway investors. 

The commission states that there is no 
showing upon which any railway insolvency 
can justly be attributed to the operation of the 
law. Theemount of stock paying no divi- 
dend has considerably decreased since 1888, 
and a great reduction is noted in the amount 
of bonds prying no interest. If the issue of 
railway capital had been restricted to the 
amount necessary to construct and equip the 
properties there would, under normal condi- 
tions of business, be much more satifactory 
returns. A great portion of railway securi- 
ties do, however, yield little or no return, and 
many railway managers claim this as 
evidence that the law deprives carriers 
of adequate revenue. The law can only 
operate to limit railway revenue by prevent- 
ing unjust charges and undue partiality, The 
claim of these managers must rest then upon 
the proposition that the law by prohibiting 
wrongs works injury to railway prosperity. 
Such a plea is anomalous. The evils which 
carriers bring upon themselves by mistaken 
policies of rate making or management, if not 
removable through their own efforts, are to 
be remedied by specific legislation, not by 
attacks upon the law with a view to its repeal 
or radical amendment. The people are thor. 
oughly determined not to permit even a par- 
tial return to the railroad anarchy which pre- 
vailed before the inter-Stute commerce law 


was passed.

Relative Location of the Sandwich Islands 
to the United States. 

New York Sun: In the ordinary course of 
events it will be about three years before the 
Hawaiian Islands become a part of the United 
States. Meanwhile, itis appropriate to cor- 
rect an error that seems to be éntertained in 
some quarters as to the nelative location of 
those islands to the rest of the Union. 

The chief objection to the annexation of 


| Hawaii, as set forth by the opponents, is that 
| Hawaii is so far away. 


Itis true that when 


the islands shall have become a part of tne 
United States they will be our southernmost 
possession. They area little more than 200 
miles south of Key West, or the distance that 
a railway train runs between breakfast and 
luncheon time. 

Honolulu is pretty well tothe westward of 
the Penobscot River, but you can go several 
hundred miles west of that city and still be to 
the east parts of the mainland of the 
United States. Travel 1,500 miles due west 
from the Ha Islands, then go north 
along a great circle, and you will come to 
United States territory. 

Mr. Cleveland in Washington is some 3,000 
miles from the center of territory of the 
United States. Mrs. Dominis in Honolulu is 
less than 2,000 miies from our center of ter- 
ritory. In other words, the Kanaka tady has 
an advantage of somewhat more than 1,000 
miles over her great and good friend in the 
matter of centrality of location. 

If, after the admission of Hawaii, a conven- 
tion of delegates from every part of the 
Union should be called to meet in the most 
central place available, that place would be 
San Francisco; and if Mr. Cleveland should 
be selected as the delegate from Buzzard’s 
14 and Mrs. Dominis trom the Island of 
Oahu, he would have to travel considerably 
more than 1,000 miles further than she 
would.

The Ashland Boulevard Methodist Episcopal Church will be the name of a building soon 
to be erected at the southwest corner of Ashland boulevard and Harrison street. It is to be 
constructed by the membership of the late Marshfield Avenue Church of the same denomina- 
tion, whose property was sold to the Metropolitan West Side Elevated railroad company last 
The old church has since been demolished. The 
price obtained from the railroad company was $32,500, and with’ this the new lot was pur- 
chased, the consideration being placed at $31,500. The edifice, it is said, will be one of the 
finest on the West Side, and its location will give it an imposing appearance. 
boulevard Harrison street makes a turn to the north, so that the new church will overlook that 
street to the east, and be a conspicuous figure on Ashland boulevard from the north. A large 


stone tower, twenty feet square and rising toa point 125 feet above the sidewalk, will be 
located at this point that may be seen on these thoroughfares from all four directions. 

The incorporation of the church dates back but eleven years, and during that short time it has 
had its name changed a number of times, met with many reverses, and at one time dissen- 
sions arose within the church that came near evenly dividing the membership. , At the time the 
old church was purchased the First Methodist Church supplied part of the funds, and in view of 
this fact the Clark street board still retains a third ownership of the newly purchased lot. 
The proposed church if carried out in every detail will cost nearly $100,000. The large 
tower mentioned above stands at the main corner of the building.

Although it is not given out asa fact, it is 
possible that the valuable collection of relics, 
curios, and ancient material. known as the 
Gunther collection may become the property 
of the Columbian Museum, With C. F. Gun- 
ther the collection cf curios has been almost 
a life work, He does not deny that he has 
expended practically half a million dollars 
for these articles. Now that he has them he 


of the 


doesn't know exactly what to do with them. 


It is his desire that the public and future gen- 
erations get the educational benefit of the col- 
lection. For years it has been his idea to 
some day establish a world’s museum in Chi- 
cago, but the advent of the Field Columbian 
Museum has set this idea aside. If 
the Gunther collection were merged into 
the Field Columbian Museum it would make 
one of the most valuable and interesting mu- 
seums of the kind in the world. To give his 
life work outright to the Field Columbian 
Museum is a serious question ia bis mind. 
Naturally a man making a gift of this kind 
expects to perpetuate his family name and 
life work, but it is said Mr. Gunther’s one 
reason for not giving the collection outright 
is that its original ownership as a whole will 
lose its identity not only in the name of the 
new museum but ulso in the fact that the 
great collection will be so divided and scat- 
tered throughout the building it will never be 
recognized as what was once the Gunther col- 
lection. 
Museum Eoard Wants It. 

The Board of Directors of the Museum has 
had its eyes on the collection and would like 
o have it, and the next question that comes 
up is How can it bo obtained? It is with- 
out precedent that a collection of this kind 
can be bought, but it is stated on good author- 
ity that the Gunther collection can be had for 
a consideration much smaller than the origi- 
nal aggregate cost. Mr. Gunther has some 
interesting ideas for the arrangement of the 
collection should it become the property of 
the new museum. At present it is in a chaotic 
state, packed away in hundreds of trunks 
and cases in a loft. The only por- 
tion of it that has ever been sys- 
tematically arranged is that which has 
attracted so much attention at Libby Prison. 
He thinks that a department relative to the 
history and growth of Chicago should be one 
of the first considered. His collection in- 
cludes original manuscripts from the first 
settlers, official documents from the pens of 
the first Mayors, all of the early publications 
of a Chicago date, the original surveying in- 
struments that were — in laying out the 
city, the earliest known Chicago document 
(1803) signed by Wells, who was killed in the 
massacre and after whom Wells street was 
named. He also his the first directory 
printed in Chicago. In fact there is no lack 
of material in the collection to fill a large 
room and make it interesting. 

Museum of Aimerican History. 

After preparing this Mr. Gunther thinks 
that American history should be illustrated 
by relics of the various periods from the land- 
ing of the Pilgrims untii the close of the civil 
war, including a colonial room, a revelution- 
ary room, a room for the repose of George 
Washington material, a room with relies of 
the war of 1812, another room for the relics, 
documents, and original manuscripts of the 
Presidents of the United States, and a great 
museum exclusively for civil war material. 
The collection in Libby Prison demonstrates 
its extent, and it is claimed to be the largest 
and most valuable extant. The other @epart- 
ments mentioned are equally extensive. 

As a whole this would make one of the great- 
est collections of American material that could 
be brought together its one collection. Aside 
from this Mr. Gunther also owns the largest 
collection of bibles ian America. Rare relics 
from all the other countries of the globe are as 
numerous as those in the array of American 
material. 
the early literature of England, France, Ger- 
many, and Italy, and, in fact, all the nations 
of Europe, and a large collection relative to 
the time of the reformation. The. exhibit of 
ancient Egypt is also large, including several 
well preserved mummies.

Give the Idiers Employment.

tis to be hoped that the present method of as- 
isting the unemployed by setting them to clean- 
ingst reets at low wages may result in a perma- 
nent system of public employment based on the 
two ideas of providing for the needy and im- 
proving our city. Every citizen is interested in 

aving good smooth streets, at all times reasona- 
bly clean, sound and clean sidewalks, good sewer- 
age everywhere, commodious and convenient 
public buildings, pleasant public parks, ete. If 
the idlers in our midst obuld be kept at work on 
such n we soon might have a gity of 
which all would be proud, and property values 
would be everywhere enhanced. 

At all times there should be work going on of 
the nature indicated, to which any able-bodied 
man might turn when other sources fail. In 
order that the number seeking such employment 
should not bs excessive the wages should always 
be lower than similar work would command from 
private parties to the end that all thus eng 
would be interested in finding other employment 
as speedily as practicable. Thisisa reversal of 
the idea of professional labor agitators, who al- 
ways insist thatthe government should set the 
example of short hours and large pay; but even 
these ought to be able to see in times like the 
present that the form df socialism proposed 
would be a benefit to all concerned. 

It may be objected that this would increase 
taxation. Let it be granted ; but to what better use 
could capital be put? But there need be no great 
increase in taxation. Under the plan proposed 
a given sum of money would go much further 
than at present, when every one who works for 
the public feels that he should have the highest 
pay for the least work. Besides there would be 
a great saving in some directions growing out of 
the changed conditions. It is the most common- 
place truism that idleness begets crime; and 
under conditions of enforced idleness many a 
man becomes a criminal who otherwise would 
not be such. With work always at hand it ought 
not to be difficult to look after idlers without 
visible means of support and to give 
all sorts of professional crooks to understand that 
their presence would not be tolerated, From 
this would result a 2 saving in the way of 

lice protection, trials for crime, support of 
ails, etc. Then the expense of providing alms- 
houses of all sorts, and for the necessitous poor 
not in such places would be much diminished. 
To provide for extraordinary occassions like tne 
present the public works might be allowed to lag 
somewhat in prosperous times, and the funds set 
apart forthe purpose to accumulate, being in- 
vested in some sort of municipal bonds until 
called for by the unusual demands. 

It is not, however, my purpose to suggest a 
complete system, but merely to throw out a few 
hints in the hope that some of the nobie men and 
women at work on the perplexing problems of 
the day may consider whether something could 
not be done along the line propo that would 
be of benefit to HvUMANITY,
